1.  This   is   a   hearing   to   consider   the    1997-98   Civil   Grand   Jury   Report   on 

Overtime.  The  Attachment  to  this  report  provides  a  summary'  of  the  Grand  Jur>''s 
findings  and  recommendations  concerning  overtime.  The  Grand  Jury's  findings  and 
recommendations  are  organized  under  the  following  sections:  Procedures; 
Department  of  Human  Resources;  the  Budget  Process:  Disability  and  Workers' 
Compensation  Issues;  Memorandums  of  Understanding  (iVlOUs);  Municipal 
Railway;  Fire  Department;  Police  Department;  Community  Health  Network  (CHN); 
San  Francisco  International  Airport;  Recreation  and  Park  Department;  and.  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (PUC)  -  Water  Department. 


2.  Administrative   Code  Section   18.13  mandates  City  departments  that  meet 

certain  overtime  spending  thresholds  to  report  biannually  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  with  copies  to  the  Budget  Analyst.  Such  reports  are  to  be  submitted  on 
January  5*^^  and  May  1-^^  of  each  Fiscal  Year.  This  reporting  requirement  was 
created  in  November,  1997  when  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  was  amended 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  One  month  after  receipt  of  the  overtime  reports,  the 
Budget  Analyst  is  required  to  prepare  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to 
the  Finance  Committee  by  February  5th  and  June  1st,  respectively,  each  year  with 
an  assessment  of  the  departmental  reports  and  the  status  of  City  overtime 
expenditures  as  a  whole. 
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3.  The  1997-98  Grand  Jury's  Overtime  report  contained  a  finding  and 
recommendation  concerning  the  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
18.13.  Specifically,  the  Grand  Jury  found  that: 


Many     departments     are     not     complying     with     the     reporting 

requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13. 

Many  departments  maintain  they  were  not  aware  of  the  existence  of 

the  Code  Section. 

The  Budget  Analyst  does  not  monitor  or  demand  compliance  with  the 

Code  Section. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  monitor  compliance  with  Code 

Section  18.13. 

The  Overtime  report  submitted  to  the  CGJ*  by  the  Office  of  the 

Controller  showed  that  thirty  (30)  departments  were  required  to  file 

the  overtime  report  specified  in  Code  Section  18.13.   The  Clerk  of  the 

Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Office  of  the   Budget  Analyst  have 

confirmed  to  the  CGJ  that  as  of  June  10,  1998,  only  one  department 

has  filed  its  required  report  which  was  due  on  May  1. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  Code  Section  for  enforcement  of  the 

reporting  requirement. 


*  County  Grand  Jury 

The  Grand  Jury's  overtime  report  also  included  the  following  recommendations 
concerning  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13: 

•  The  Budget  Analyst  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  inform  all 

covered  departments  and  agencies  of  the  existence  and  requirements 
of  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13. 

•  The  Budget  Analyst  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  monitor 

compliance  with  Code  Section  18.13.  This  should  begin  immediately. 

•  The   Budget  Analyst   and   Board  of  Supervisors   should   require   all 

presently   delinquent  reports   to  be   submitted  within   45   days   of 
notification  of  the  requirement  to  report. 

•  The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  consider  methods  for  enforcement  of 

the  reporting  requirements. 


4.  On  March  13,  1998,  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  1997-98  Grand  Jury's  report 
on  overtime,  the  Budget  Analyst  submitted  a  memorandum  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  Current  Reporting  Requirements  Concerning  Overtime  Spending. 
The  Budget  Analyst  reported  that  only  one  City  department  (the  Department  of 
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Public  Works)  had  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
18.13.  The  Budget  Analyst  suggested  that  letters  should  be  sent  to  the  33  City 
departments  that  are  required  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  to  inform  them  of  their  obligation. 

5.  During  Fiscal  Year  1997-98,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee 

conducted  several  hearings  concerning  overtime  spending  by  the  Fire  Department 
(File  101-97-24).  The  last  such  hearing  was  conducted  at  the  Finance  Committee 
Meeting  of  April  29,  1998.  Also,  at  the  Finance  Committee  Meeting  of  April  29, 
1998,  a  hearing  was  held  concerning  overtime  spending  by  the  Police  Department, 
the  Sheriffs  Department  and  the  Fire  Department  (File  98-347). 

Comments: 

The  Budget  Analyst  notes  that  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  does  not  contain 
specific  provisions  that  the  Budget  Analyst  "demand  compliance"  (as  the  Grand 
Jury  has  recommended)  or  otherwise  enforce  the  requirements  of  Section  18.13. 

The  Grand  Jury  finding  that  the  Budget  Analyst  does  not  monitor  compliance  with 
Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  is  in  error.  In  fact,  as  noted  above,  the  Budget 
Analyst  specifically  reported  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  only  one  department 
had  submitted  its  overtime  report  on  March  13,  1998. 
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Procedures 

FINDINGS 

•  Many  dqaanments  are  not  complying  with  the  reporting  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
18.13. 

•  Many  departments  maintain  they  were  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  the  Code  Section. 

•  The  Budget  Analyst  does  not  monitor  or  demand  compliance  with  the  Code  Section. 

•  The  Board  of  Superv'isors  does  not  monitor  compliance  with  Code  Section  18.13. 

•  The  Overtime  report  submitted  to  the  CGJ  by  the  Office  of  the  Controller  showed  that  thirty  (30) 
departments  were  required  to  file  the  overtime  report  specified  in  Code  Section  18.13.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Super\'isors  and  the  Office  of  the  Budget  Analyst  have  confirmed  to  the  CGJ  that  as  of  June  10, 
1998,  only  one  department  has  filed  its  required  report  which  was  due  on  May  1. 

•  There  is  no  provision  in  the  Code  Section  for  enforcement  of  the  reporting  requirement. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1 .  The  Budget  Analyst  and  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  inform  all  covered  departments  and  agencies  of 
the  existence  and  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13. 

2.  The  Budget  Analyst  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  monitor  compliance  with  Code  Section  18.13. 
This  should  begin  immediately. 

3.  The  Budget  Analyst  and  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  requu-e  all  presently  delinquent  reports  to  be 
submitted  within  45  days  of  notification  of  the  requirement  to  report. 

4.  The  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  consider  methods  for  enforcement  of  the  reporting  requirements. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HUMAN  RESOURCES 
nNDlNGS  -n 

•  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  is  clearly  understaffed  and  is  therefore  not  able  to  fulfill  its 
objectives  and  mandates. 

•  Satellite  personnel  departments  exist  m  departments  such  as  the  Municipal  Railway  and  are  mandated  to 
facilitate  and  accomplish  departmental  hiring.  These  satellite  departments  are  also  understaffed  and  may 
have  inexperienced  personnel. 

•  The  hiring  process  required  for  all  City  employees,  whether  for  a  so-called  pro\'isional  hire  or  for  a  Civil 
Ser^'ice  hire,  is  particularly  cumbersome,  duplicative  and  repetitive.  (See  APPENDIX  G  for  outlmes  of 
mandated  hiring  procedures) 

•  Hiring  is  even  more  difficult  because  current  lists  of  eligible  candidates  are  not  available  for  niunerous  City 
job  classifications.  Testing  to  determine  eligible  candidates  and  create  official  lists  does  not  occur  on  a 
regular  basis.  As  a  result,  departments  are  forced  to  resort  to  pro%'isional  hiring  rather  than  permanent 
hiring.  The  provisional  hire  attrition  rate  is  higher  than  the  Civil  Ser\'ice  hire  attrition  rale  and  overtime  is 
consequently  higher. 

•  There  is  an  excessive  number  of  Civil  Ser^'ice  employee  categories. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

5.  The  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Human  Resources  should  review  staffmg 
requirements  for  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  and  adjust  accordingly  to  reflect  the  acmal  number 
of  personnel  needed  to  accomplish  the  objectives  and  mandates  of  the  department. 

6.  The  DHR  department  budget  should  be  revised  to  appropriate  adequate  funds  to  hire  and  train  any 
additional  personnel  required. 

7.  The  Human  Resources  department  should  implement  an  aggressive  hiring  plan  to  achieve  the,  realistic 
personnel  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

8.  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  should  review  the  staffmg  requirements  of  satellite  personnel 
departments  and  adjust,  fund  and  train  accordingly. 
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9.  Tne  Dspartment  of  Human  Resources  should  be  mandaied  to  conduci  employment  testing  at  regular 
mten'als  and  to  maintain  accurate,  current  lists  of  eligible  candidates  for  all  categories  of  Clt^'  and  Count>' 
employees.  Tney  should  bt  adequately  funded  to  accomplish  this  mandate. 

10.  Tne  Department  of  Human  Resources  should  work  together  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to 
streamline  the  Civil  Service  hinng  process  through  elimination  of  excessive  numbers  of  civil  service 
employee  categones. 

11.  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  should  complete  its  process  of  automation,  as  quickly  as  possible. 
Tne  DHR  should  also  have  adequate  funding  to  accomplish  this  necessary  automation. 

THE  BUDGET  PROCESS 
FINDINGS 

•  Underestimating  overtime  budget  requirements  is  not  ui  the  best  interest  of  fiscal  responsibility.  The  result 
is  a  'balanced"  budget  that  is,  in  fact  not  balanced.  It  is  a  budget  where  all  panics  are  aware  that  budeet 
revisions  and  supplemental  appropnations  will  be  required. 

The  "salary  savings"  technique  contributes  to  unrealistic  budgeting  appropnations.  It  contributes  to  understaffmg, 
requires  the  jugglmg  of  funds  from  \'anous  accounts  to  overtime  accounts  and  results  m  inefficient 
operations  within  the  subject  departments  where  it  is  mandated. 

•  The  budget  review  and  o\'ersight  process  is  too  compressed.  The  Budget  Analyst  is  gi\'en  too  Imle  time  to 
allow  for  adequate  review  pnor  to  the  Stan  of  Finance  Committee  hearings. 

•  Much  of  the  budget  process  is  concentrated  in  the  Office  of  the  Mayor.  Formerly,  individual  departments 
drafted  budgets,  based  on  historical  precedent,  and  incorporated  anticipated  future  needs.  Proposed 
budgets  were  then  presented  to  the  office  of  the  Mayor  for  review  and  revision.  Today,  it  appears  the 
office  of  the  Mayor  informally  controls  indi\'idual  departmental  budget  requests. 

•  Departments  have  been  ad\-ised  by  the  Mayor's  office  they  should  not  formally  submit  to  the  Controller  a 
budget  that  has  not  been  agreed  to  by  the  Mayor's  office  prior  to  its  submission. 

•  Two  weeks  is  far  loo  shon.2_time  to  allow  for  adequate  review  and  analysis  of  the  budget  by  the  Budeet 
Analyst.  The  Finance  Comm-.nee  and  the  Board  of  Super^'isors  are  therefore  put  in  the  position  of 
approving  a  budget  without  adequate  time  or  information  from  its  ov."!!  watchdog. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1 2.  The  Mayor  and  department  heads  should  budget  base  salaries  and  ovenime  realistically,  based  on  historical 
precedent,  so  that  everj'  annual  approved  budget  reflects  a  tnie  and  accurate  fiscal  picture  for  the  CitA'  and 
County. 

13.  The  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors  and  department  heads  should  reduce  the  emphasis  on  "salar\'  sa\-incs"  m 
the  budgeting  process,  and  work  \>.'ith  individual  departments  to  achieve  optimum  siaffmg  levels  utilizme 
adequate  base  salary  appropriations. 

14.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Super%'isors  should  require  that  the  proposed  budget  be  presented  to  the  Budget 
Analyst  for  analysis  and  review  at  least  forty-five  days  prior  to  the  Finance  Committee  deliberations. 

15.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  be  required  to  pass  an  adequately  funded  budget  that  reflects  the  realities 
of  expected  expenditures  m  the  Cit)'  and  County. 

1 6.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  remm  the  budget  process  to  mdividual  departments  and 
require  department  heads  to  annually  submit  a  realistic  budget  request. 

17.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  work  with  individual  departments  lo  reduce  and  control 
overtime. 


DIS.AJBILITY  AND  WORKERS'  COMPENSATION  ISSUES 
FINDINGS 

•  Workers'  Compensation  and  Disabilit)'  costs  to  the  Cir>'  are  excessive. 

•  Most  Citv-u-ide  and  departmental  efforts  are  directed  toward  monitoring  claimants  after  mjunes  ha\e 
occuned,  and  those  efforts  are  still  inadequate. 


Source:  1997-98  Grand  Jurj^  Report  on  Overtime 
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•  There  is  inadequate  emphasis  on  prevention  of  future  Workers'  Compensation  or  Disabilit)'  claims. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

18.  SFFD,  SFPD,  and  MUNI  should  investigate  whether  workers  out  on  disability  remain  off  the  job  longer 
than  their  injuries  warrant. 

19.  The  Mayor  and  department  heads  should  make  addressing  abuse  of  the  inefficient  and  costly  Workers' 
Compensation  and  Disability  system  a  priority  in  negotiating  future  contracts. 

20.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  direct  individual  department  heads  to  substantially 
increase  monitoring  of  all  personnel  who  are  out  of  work  on  Workers'  Compensation  or  Disabilin,'. 

21.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  direct  department  heads  to  increase  their  efforts  to  prevent 
on-the-job  accidents. 

22.  Each  department  should  be  required  to  devise  and  implement  department  specific  plans  to  prevent  on-the- 
job  injuries  before  they  occur. 


MEMORANDUMS  OF  UNDERSTANDING  (MOUs) 
FINDrNGS 

•  Over  the  years,  union  contracts  have  been  negotiated  with  salary  and  work  rules  that  impede  efficient 
operation  of  City  government,  prevent  modernization  of  operations,  and  decrease  employee  responsibility,' 
and  accountability. 

•  Contract  provisions  exist  in  many  MOUs  that  foster  and  encourage  ovenime. 

•  In  a  number  of  departments,  representatives  of  senior  management  are  not  routinely  part  of  the  Cir>''s 
MOU  negotiating  team.  Professional  negotiators  cannot  effectively  represent  the  best  interests  of  the  City 
and  its  taxpayers  without  the  direct  input  of  department  management.  If  not  involved  during  the 
negotiating  process,  departm"ent  managers  may  not  feel  accountable  for  the  resulting  MOUs. 

•  Many  senior  department  managers  are  former,  or  current,  members  of  the  same  union  that  represents  rank 
and  file  department  employees  and  iiiiy  have  a  personal  interest  in  the  final  negotiated  MOU. 

RECOIVDMENDATIONS 

24.  A  manager  who  is  a  union  member  with  a  personal  interest  in  the  final  provisions  of  the  MOU  covering 
that  union  should  not  be  a  member  of  the  negotiating  team  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

25.  The  Mayor,  the  DHR  and  department  managers  should  ensure  that  representation  of  the  cit>'  in  union 
contract  negotiations  reflects  a  balance  of  professional  negotiators  and  department  representatives. 

25.  Department  heads  should  take  an  active  role  in  union  contract  negotiations  by  selecting  negotiators  who 
will  best  represent  the  interests  of  the  City  and  the  department. 

26.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  review  the  role  of  the  Mayor  and  his  staff  in  Police  and  Fire  Department 
contract  negotiations  so  that  Police  and  Fire  Department  negotiations  are  conducted  along  lines  similar  to 
other  departments. 

27.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  SuperA'isors  should  set  up  a  citizens'  task  force  on  labor  contracts  to  review 
the  system  for  negotiating  MOUs  and  make  recommendations  for  better  ser%'ice  to  the  people  of  San 
Francisco.  (A  recent  successful  example  is  the  federal  advisory  task  force  on  making  Social  Security 
fmancially  sound.) 

28.  The  City  should  continue  to  negotiate  for  flexible  work  shifts,  e.g.,  ten  hour/four  day  shifts  and  Tuesday 
through  Saturday  workweek 
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MUNICIPAL  R-\IL\VAY 
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•  Tne  MUNI  ovemme  budgei  bears  no  resemblance  to  the  acmal  expenditure  for  overtune. 

•  Without  accurate,  separate  tabulations  of  actual  overtime  expenses  and  salar\'  premiums,  it  is  difTicult  to 
evaluate  the  true  overtime  costs  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

•  The  Mamtenance  and  Operations  Divisions  of  MUNI  account  for  approximately  90°  b  of  total  MUNI 
employees  and  chrome  understaffmc  in  the  Operations  and  Maintenance  Divisions  account  I'or  most  of  the 
overtime  expenditures. 

•  Certain  non-transit  operator  employee  categones  in  MUNI,  which  are  covered  under  .Administrative  Code 
Section  18.13,  are  recei\-mg  ovenime  far  m  excess  of  the  16%  allowable. 

•  Tlie  existing  MOU  sanctions  unscheduled  absenteeism  that  contributes  to  excessive  overtime. 

•  The  number  of  part-time  employees  allowed  in  ML^l  is  dictated  by  provisions  of  the  existing  .MOU  rather 
than  by  the  efficient  staffmg  requirements  of  MU^l. 

•  In  the  Operations  Division,  and  elsewhere  within  MUTvI,  hinng  rates  are  not  adequate  to  keep  pace  with 
normal  attrition. 

•  Cumbersome  Ci\'il  Ser^-ice  and  Provisional  hinnc  requirements  hamstring  timely  and  efficient  hmnE  of 
MUTsI  personnel. 

•  MU^Ts  current  trammg  capacity  is  inadequate  both  m  the  annual  number  of  training  programs  scheduled 
and  in  the  number  of  tramer"s  a\ailable  to  conduct  classes,  and  this  results  in  fewer  trained  personnel  than 
is  required  for  an  efficient  operation. 

RZCO.MMEND.A.TIO.NS 

29.  .NfUNI  management,  the  .Mayor's  Office  and  the  Board  of  Super\isors  should  budget  overtime  realistically 
m  keeping  with  reasonable  expectations  of  actual  need  based  on  past  experience. 

30.  Tne  overtime  reportmg  sysL-m  should  be  modified  as  quicldy  as  possible  to  reflect  separate  tabulations  for 
overtime.  shov,Ti  against  budgeted  ox'enime,  and  salary  premiums,  shown  against  budgeted  premium 
amounts. 

3 1 .  Tne  Mayor's  office  and  the  Board  of  5uper%'isors  should  provide  fiinding  in  order  to  permit  NfUN"!  to  fill 
all  its  authonzed  positions,  especially  m  the  Operating  and  .Maintenance  Divisions. 

32.  Management  should  enforce  the  provisions  of  .Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  and  stnctly  monitor  the 
need  for  o%ertime  among  depanmenl  employees  other  than  transit  operators  and  transit  operator 
super^-isors,  who  are  exempt  under  the  provisions  of  the  Code  Section. 

33.  .Although  the  present  .MOU  will  not  expire  until  June  30.  2000,  Muni  Management  and  the  .Mayor's  Office 
should  develop  a  negotiating  package  to  modify'  the  present  liberal  rule  on  unexcused  failure  to  report  to 
work. 

34.  N-rUN'!  Management  and  the  Mayor's  Office  should  make  the  use  of  part-time  operators  and  greater 
flexibility'  in  full-tune  s'mfts  a  prionty  m  future  contract  negotiations. 

35.  MU'N'l  Management  and  the  Cu'il  Service  Commission  should  work  together  to  streamline  the  existing 
hiring  procedures  mcludmg  combining  similar  empIo\Tnent  categones. 

36.  MUTsl  Retirement  S\stem  should  evaluate  whether  the  "last  12  months"  basis  for  retirement  benefits  best 
ser\'es  the  fiscal  needs  of  the  Cir\-. 

37.  The  Trainmg  Department  capacity  should  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  more  scheduled  classes,  a  larger 
num'oer  of  trainers  and.  consequently,  more  students,  until  the  available  pool  of  operators  is  adequate  to 
meet  daily  needs.  The  budget  for  the  Traming  Department  should  be  adjusted  to  reflect  its  increased  hiring 
requirements. 

38.  To  expedite  hiring,  in-house  Human  Resources  Division  of  MUNI  should  have  authonty  independent  of 
DHR  procedures. 
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FINDINGS 


•  Annual  SFFD  overtime  budget  requests  are  unrealistic  and  do  not  reflect  anticipated  and  expected  overtime 
expenditures.  Because  of  historical  under-staffing,  unspent  permanent  budgeted  salaries  have  provided  one 
source  of  revenue  to  cover  excessive  overtime  costs.  With  anticipated  full  staffmg  in  the  near  term,  this 
source  of  fiinds  will  no  longer  be  available.  Without  realistic  budgeting  and  funding,  additional 
supplemental  appropriations  will  be  required  to  cover  excess  overtime  costs. 

•  The  need  for  overtime  costs  m  certain  support  areas  appears  questionable.  PajToU  clerks,  for  example, 
should  be  able  to  accomphsh  their  job  descnptions  during  regularly  scheduled  base-salary  workv,'eeks. 

•  With  regard  to  the  SFFD  Action  Plan  to  Reduce  Overtime  Costs,  dated  October  24,  1997: 

a.  While  the  increased  accountability  and  oversight  efforts  described  in  the  Action  Plan  deserve 
praise,  there  is  inadequate  emphasis  on  prevention  of  future  injuries  to  reduce  workers' 
compensation  and  disability  claims. 

b.  Departmental  vacation  scheduling  practice  is  not  cost-effective. 

c.  Overtime  in  other  than  the  suppression  ranks  (fuefighters)  has  not  been  examined  or 
addressed.  The  Action  Plan  did  not  address  any  plan  to  review  staffmg  levels  of  any  non- 
suppression  section  to  determine  optimum  or  adequate  levels.  It  did  not  address  any  emphasis  on 
hiring  to  fill  vacancies  in  other  than  suppression  areas,  nor  any  plan  for  oversight  in  those  areas. 

•  As  long  as  the  Fire  Department  ignores  specific  directives  from  the  Board  of  Super\'isors,  as  in  continuing  to 
pay  all  firefighters  overtime  for  holidays  even  when  they  don't  work,  as  was  reported  in  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  on  March  5,  1998,  there  will  be  no  improvement  in  or  curtailing  of  overtime  expenditures. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

39.  The  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  SFFD  should  establish  an  overtime  budget  that  reflects 
reality  and  adequately  fuui?.  that  budget.  There  should  not  be  reliance  on  so-called  "salary  savings"  to 
cover  excess  overtime  costs. 

40.  With  respect  to  the  SFFD  Action  Plan  to  Reduce  Overtime  Costs,  dated  October  24,  1997: 

a.  The  SFFD  should  aggressively  and  immediately  implement  those  actions  outlined  in  the  SFFD 
Action  Plan  to  Reduce  Overtime  Costs. 

b.  The  SFFD  should,  in  addition,  initiate  a  comprehensive  plan  to  reduce  and  prevent  future  injuries. 
A  plan  should  include: 

1.  A  disability  audit  to  determine  locations  and  causes  of  injuries: 

During  suppression  activities 
During  routine  firehouse  activities 
During  training  activities 
During  off-hours 

2.  An  outside  safety  audit  of: 

Established  practices  and  procedures 
Existing  working  conditions 

3.  Increased  physical  requirements  and  training: 

Mandated  exercise  programs 

More  frequent  physical  standards  testing 

41.  The  SFFD  should  schedule  vacations  evenly  throughout  the  year  to  promote  cost  efficient  scheduling  of 
employees  and  thereby  reduce  seasonal  overtime. 

42.  The  SFFD  should  analyze  non-suppression  areas  to  determine  adequate  staffing  levels  and  institute 
oversight  of  overtime  costs. 

43.  The  Mayor  and  all  other  members  of  the  City's  negotiating  team  should  give  the  fiscal  needs  of  the  City 
the  highest  pnority  m  developing  a  concrete  and  specific  list  of  positions  and  pnonties  for  fumre  contract 
negotiations  v'lth  SFFD  employees. 
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•  Annual  SFPD  overtime  budget  requests  are  unrealistic  and  do  not  reflect  anticipated  and  expected  overtime 
expenditures.  Unexpended  permanent  salaries  have  provided  one  source  of  funds  to  cover  excessive 
o\'ertime  costs.  With  anticipated  full  siafi'ing  in  the  near  term,  this  source  of  funds  w-iH  no  loneer  be 
available.  Without  realistic  budgeting  and  funding,  supplemental  appropriations  will  be  required  in  the 
future  to  cover  excess  overtime  costs. 

•  The  Police  Departmenial  o\'ertime  budget  has  not  been  increased  substantially  m  at  least  the  last  three 
fiscal  years,  except  by  mid-year  revisions.  Meanwhile,  police  obligations  have  mcreased  substantially  with 
increasmgly  numerous  special  events. 

•  The  Chaner  pro%ides  that  the  Police  Department  is  entitled  to  collect  100%  reimbursement  for  the  actual 
overtime  cost  of  security  and  traffic  control  services  provided  for  'for-profit'  special  events.  However, 
reimbursement  of  Police  Depamnent  overtune  costs  for  special  events  with  general  cultural  or  artistic  merit 
IS  limited  to  S2500.00,  and  the  Board  of  Supen'isors  can  waive  even  that  reimbursement. 

•  Section  18.13  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  limits  permissible  ovenime  hours  a  City  employee 
may  work  ui  any  fiscal  year  to  1 6%  of  the  number  of  hours  that  the  employee  is  regularly  scheduled  to 
work  on  a  straight  time  basis.  This  prosnsion  is  not  applicable  to  the  uniformed  ranks  of  the  Police 
Department. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

44.  Tlie  police  overtime  budge!  should  be  increased  to  more  accurately  reflect  the  mandated  responsibilities  of 
the  department  that  are  steadily  increasing  with  time. 

45.  Either  the  Police  Department  should  be  reimbursed  for  special  ser^-ices  that  require  o\-ertime  or  the 
overtime  budget  should  reflect  those  '.jiov^ti  costs  that  will  not  be  reimbursed. 

46.  Adequate  personnel  resources  should  be  provided  for  the  testing  and  hiring  unit  to  provide  more  frequent 
examinations  in  order  to  staff  up  to  the  mandated  level  of  1.971  officers. 

47.  The  Chief  of  Police  should  contmue  collaboration  with  the  District  .\nomey's  Ofi~ice  and  the  Public 
Defender's  Office,  as  appropriate,  to  implement  a  scheduling  process  for  officer  court  appearances  that  will 
minimize  those  overtime  costs  associated  with  court  appearances. 

48.  The  Chief  of  Police  or  his  designated  representative  should  negotiate  with  the  police  officers'  bargainmg 
entity  in  order  to  develop  some  flexibility  in  work  schedules  which  reduces  the  requirement  for  overtime. 

COMMUNITY  HE.AJLTH  NETWORK 

(Department  of  Public  Health) 
FINDINGS 

•  Overtime  is  anticipated  and  budgeted  for  realisricallw  Ho\^'e\'er,  dela\-s  in  the  hinng  process  to  fill 
budgeted  positions  contribute  to  the  need  for  oveaune. 

•  Unspent  permanent  salaries  provide  the  source  to  fund  excess  overtime.  The  circular  process  goes  from  a 
vacant  position  directly  to  the  need  to  schedule  o\ertime  personnel,  to  the  subsequent  need  to  use  these 
fiinds  to  pay  the  overtime  wages. 

RECOMMENT)ATIONS 

49.  The  cumbersome  hiring  procedures  that  result  in  chronic  delays  in  hu^g  and  the  budget  process  that 

mandates  "salar>-  savings"  should  both  be  addressed  by  DPH  and  modified. 
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50.  Overtime  budgetmg  should  be  realistic  and  every  attempt  should  be  made  by  DPH  to  maintam  adequate 

full-time  staffing  levels.  Adequate,  budgeted  full-time  permanent  staffing  will  reduce  overtime  costs  to  the 
City  and  County. 

SAN  FR.\NCISCO  INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT 
FINDINGS 

•  With  regard  to  the  overtime  reporting  obligations  of  the  airport,  under  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13, 
there  is  clearly  a  conflict  bery»'een  the  position  the  airport  has  taken  and  the  interpretation  of  the  reporting 
requirements  by  the  Office  of  the  Controller. 

•  Although  the  airport  greatly  exceeded  its  overtime  budget  m  1996-97,  it  did  not  seek  an  additional  budget 
appropriation  as  funds  were  used  from  unexpended  salanes  of  vacant  positions  in  the  budget. 

•  In  Its  response  to  the  Grand  Jury  questionnaire,  the  airport  did  not  address  what  it  might  be  domg  to  fill 
vacant  positions,  or  any  difficulties  it  might  be  encountering.  The  only  reference  to  aggressive  action  to 
control  overtime  was: 

"The  Airport  is  in  the  process  of  unplementing  a  compressed  work  week  pilot  program  which  may  reduce  the  need 
for  overtime  work." 

•  Extraordinary  individual  overtime  is  excessive.  Nowhere  in  the  airport  response  was  there  any  mention  of 
specific  actions  to  address  either  departmental  or  individual  overtime  abuses. 

•  The  airport  is  currently  operating  without  external  oversight  of  its  overtime  activities.  Certain  employees 
substantially  increase  their  annual  base  salanes  through  the  accumulation  of  extraordinary'  overtime  hours 
and  pay. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

51.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  direct  the  City  Attorney's  Office  to  render  a  decision  regarding  the 
Airport's  obligations  to  repeat  under  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13. 

52.  If  the  City  Attorney's  Office  delenmines  the  Airport  is  required  to  file  reports  under  Code  Section  18.13, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  notify  the  Airport  it  is  subject  to  the  semi-annual  reporting  requirements 
of  Administrative  Code  18.13.  The  Airport  should  then  file  both  current  and  delinquent  reports  within  45 
days  of  said  notification. 

53.  If  the  City  Attorney  determines  the  Airport  is  not  obligated  to  report  under  the  provisions  of  Administrative 
Code  Section  18.13,  the  Board  of  Supen'isors  should  amend  the  Code  Section  to  include  the  Airport  under 
its  requirements. 

54.  The  Airport  Director  should  review  staffing  requirements  to  determine  realistic  optimum  levels.  The 
Airport  should  develop  a  plan  to  fill  budgeted  vacancies  and  implement  aggressive  hiring  procedures  to  fill 
budgeted  vacancies  rather  than  relying  on  overtime  paid  from  "salary  sa%'ings." 

55.  The  Airport  Director  should  examine  all  procedures  governing  the  monitoring  of  overtime  accumulation 
and  review  and  tighten  procedures  to  achieve  a  permanent  reduction  in  overtime  expenditures.  Overtime 
limitations  should  be  enforced. 

56.  The  Airport  Director  should  institute  procedures  to  carefully  monitor  individual  overtime  earners  to 
significantly  reduce  excessive  individual  overtime. 

RECREATION  AND  P.AJRK  DEPARTMENT 
FINDINGS 

•  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  recently  tightened  management  control  of  overtime  by  requiring 
prior  written  authorization  for  overtime  by  the  General  Manager.  Failure  to  obtain  such  prior  approval 
may  result  in  disciplinary  action. 

•  Most  employees  are  covered  by  union  contracts  (MOUs)  that  in  some  cases  determine  how  overtime  will 
be  assigned.  The  option  of  assigning  employees  to  a  ten  hour/four  day  workweek  will  require 
renegotiating  MOU  provisions  since  not  all  current  contracts  provide  for  straight  time  shifts  of  more  than 
eisht  hours. 
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•  The  Departmem  has  not  yei  evaluated  the  effectiveness  of  ten  hour/foui  day  shifts.  In  order  to  provide 
weekend  gardener  coverage,  newly  hired  staff  members  can  be  required  to  work  weekend  shifts  (Tuesdav- 
Saturda\-  or  Wednesday-Siinda\'),  which  is  expected  to  alleviate  some  use  of  overtime. 

•  The  required  repon  to  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  on  overtime  for  1996-97  has  not  been  subrmned.  In 
November  1997,  the  acriiiG  General  Manager  indicated  the  report  would  be  submitted  shortly. 

RECOMMEND  .A.TIO.\S 

57.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  continue  to  require  prior  approval  by  the  General  Manaeer  for 
overtime. 

58.  The  effectiveness  of  ten  hour  four  day  shifts  as  well  as  weekend  shifts  (e.g.,  Tuesday-  Sarurdav  and 
Wednesday-Sunday)  should  be  evaluated  by  the  Department.  If  that  scheduling  is  found  to  be  effective  in 
accomplishing  the  required  work  and  reducing  o\'ertime  it  should  be  a  pnonr>-  to  seek  to  mclude  provisions 
authorizmg  such  schedulmg  m  MOUs. 

59.  The  Director  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  submit  required  o%enime  reports  to  the  Board 
of  SupeTA-isors  by  the  required  deadline. 

60.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  evaluate  whether  the  Giants  and  Forn-Niners  are  fullv 
reimbursing  overtime  costs  mcurred  at  3Com'Candlesnck  Park. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  (PUC)  - 
WATER  DEPARTMENT 

FLNDLNGS 

•  Approximately  ZS^/'o  of  filtration  plant  positions  are  vacant.  Therefore,  o\ertime  is  required  to  safelv 
operate  the  facilities.  Humg  delays  are  blamed  for  these  vacancies. 

•  No  representatives  of  manag.-meni  are  involved  in  union  MOU  negotiations. 

•  The  Human  Resources  staff  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  reported  to  be  under-funded  and  under- 
staffed. Difficulties  were  reponed  in  changing  from  the  salary  sur^'ey  method  of  settmg  wage  rates  to  the 
collective  bargainmg  process  which  requires  negotiating  with  unions.  The  existing  staff  may  not  have  the 
skills  and  experience  required  for  effective  representation  of  the  City's  interests  in  collecti\'e  bargainms. 

•  Since  the  Department  routinely  has  capital  expenditure  construction  projects  underway  it  is  able  to  shift 
some  operating  overtime  expenses  to  capital  expenditures.  This  can  distort  the  reporting  and  accounting 
for  operations  and  capital  projects. 

RECOMMEND.A.TIONS 

61 .  Since  emergencies  occur  ever>'  year,  overtime  based  upon  pnor  year's  expenence  should  be  included  in  the 
budget.  Non-emergency  projects  should  be  scheduled  for  completion  during  normal  workmg  hours. 

62.  The  Department  should  consider  additional  alternative  shift  arrangements  that  cover  weekends  and 
evenings,  since  pollution  control  problems  regularly  occur  outside  the  normal  work  week. 

63.  The  Water  Department  staff  should  be  trained  in  the  new  F.\MIS  system  and  be  able  to  make  the  required 
reports  on  overtime  to  the  Board  of  Super\'isors. 

64.  The  Water  Department  (PUC)  management  should  be  part  of  the  team  negotiatmg  MOUs. 

65.  Operatmg  and  capital  accounts  should  be  audited  regularly  to  prevent  shiftmg  of  operatmg  overtime 
expenses  to  capital  accoimts. 

66.  The  Water  Department  (PUC)  should  overhaul  Human  Resources  humg  practices  so  that  vacant  positions 
can  be  promptly  filled.

termination,  (5)  clarifj'ing  existing  disclosure 
requirements,  (6)  providing  that  all  lobbyists  reregister  on 
January  15  of  each  year,  (7)  requiring  lobbyists  to  disclose 
payments  received  from  City  officers  in  exchange  for 
campaign  consulting  services,  (8)  hmiting  the  aggregate 
value  of  gifts  from  lobbyists  to  each  City  officer,  within 
three  months  of  a  lobbyist  contact  to  $50,  and  (9) 
requiring  lobbyists  to  notify  City  officers  of  the  value  of 
gifts  conferred. 

The  primary  fiscal  component  of  the  proposed  legislation 
is  the  change  in  the  monetary  thresholds  that  determine 
whether  and  when  one  quahfies  as  a  lobbyist.  Currently, 
a  person  or  entity  quahfies  as  a  Contract  lobbj^st  if  the 
person  or  entity  receives  or  becomes  entitled  to  receive 
$1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  month  in  exchange  for 
influencing  or  attempting  to  influence  local  legislative  or 
administrative  action.  Additionallj',  a  person  or  entity 
quahfies  as  an  Expenditure  lobbyist  if  the  person  or  entity 
makes  payments  of  $1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  quarter 
to  influence  or  attempt  to  influence  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  legislative  or  administrative  action. 

This  proposed  legislation  would  increase  the  qualification 
threshold  for  Contract  lobbjdsts  from  $1,000  per  calendar 
month  to  $3,200  in  any  quarter  (quarter  is  defined  in  the 
proposed  legislation  as  any  three  consecutive   calendar 
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•  Tne  Dspartmem  has  no:  ye;  evaluated  the  efTectiveness  of  ten  hour/four  day  shifts.  Ln  order  to  provide 
weekend  gardener  coverage,  newly  hired  stafT members  can  be  required  to  work  weekend  shifts  iTuesda\- 
Satiwday  or  Wednesday-Sunday),  which  is  expected  to  alleviate  some  use  of  overtime. 

•  Tne  required  repon  to  the  Board  of  Super^'isors  on  overtime  for  1996-97  has  not  been  submined.  In 
November  1997,  the  acting  General  Manager  indicated  the  repon  would  be  submined  shortly. 

RECOMMEN'D.4TI  O  N  S 

57.  Tlie  Recreanon  and  Park  Depanment  should  conrinue  to  requu-e  pnor  approval  by  the  General  .Manacer  for 
overtime. 

58.  The  effectiveness  of  ten  hour  four  day  shifts  as  well  as  weekend  shifts  (e.g..  Tuesday-  Samrday  and 
Wednesday-Sunday)  should  be  evaluated  by  the  Depanment.  If  that  scheduling  is  found  to  be  effective  m 
accomplishing  the  required  work  and  reducing  o\emme  it  should  be  a  pnonty  to  seek  to  mclude  provisions 
authonzmg  such  schedulmg  in  .MOUs.

PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  (PLC)  - 
W  ATER  DEP.\RTMENT 

FLNDENGS 

•  Approximately  25%  of  filtration  plant  positions  are  vacant.  Therefore,  ovenime  is  required  to  safelv 
operate  the  facilities.  Hiring  delays  are  blamed  for  these  vacancies. 

•  No  representatives  of  managjment  are  involved  in  union  MOU  negotiations. 

•  The  Human  Resources  staff  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  reponed  to  be  under- funded  and  under- 
staffed. Diftlculties  were  reponed  in  changing  from  the  salary  surv-ey  method  of  setting  wage  rates  to  the 
collective  bargainmg  process  which  requires  negotiating  with  unions.  The  existing  staff  may  not  have  the 
skills  and  experience  required  for  effective  representation  of  the  Cir>'"s  interests  m  collective  bargaining. 

•  Since  the  Department  routinely  has  capital  expenditure  construction  projects  underway  it  is  able  to  shift 
some  operating  overtime  expenses  to  capital  expenditures.  This  can  diston  the  reporring  and  accountinc 
I'or  operations  and  capital  projects. 

RECOMMEND  .A.TIONS 

61.  Since  emergencies  occur  ever\'  year,  o\'enime  based  upon  prior  year's  experience  should  be  included  in  the 
budget.  Non-emergency  projects  should  be  scheduled  for  completion  dunng  normal  working  hours. 

62.  The  Department  should  consider  additional  altemanve  shift  arrangements  that  cover  weekends  and 
evenings,  since  pollution  control  problems  regularly  occur  outside  the  normal  work  week. 

63.  Tne  Water  Department  staff  should  be  tramed  m  the  new  FAMIS  system  and  be  able  to  make  the  required 
reports  on  overtime  to  the  Board  of  Super^'isors 

64.  The  Water  Department  (PUC)  management  should  be  pan  of  the  team  negotiatmg  MOUs. 

65.  Operatmg  and  capital  accounts  should  be  audited  regularly  to  prevent  shifting  of  operating  overtime 
expenses  to  capital  accoimis. 

66.  The  Water  Department  (PUC)  should  overhaul  Human  Resources  hiring  practices  so  that  vacant  positions 
can  be  promptly  filled.

threshold  for  contract  lobb5dsts  from  $1,000  per  month  to 
$3,200  per  quarter,  (3)  increasing  the  quahfication 
threshold  for  expenditure  lobbjists  from  $1,000  per 
quarter  to  $3,200  per  quarter,  (4)  clarifying  that  once  a 
person  qualifies  as  a  "lobbjdst"  the  person  is  subject  to  the 
requirements  and  prohibitions  of  this  Article  until  the 
person  ceases  all  lobbyist  activity  and  files  a  statement  of 
termination,  (5)  clarifjdng  existing  disclosure 
requirements,  (6)  providing  that  all  lobbyists  reregister  on 
January  15  of  each  year,  (7)  requiring  lobbyists  to  disclose 
payments  received  from  City  officers  in  exchange  for 
campaign  consulting  services,  (8)  limiting  the  aggregate 
value  of  gifts  from  lobbyists  to  each  City  officer,  within 
three  months  of  a  lobbyist  contact  to  $50,  and  (9) 
requiring  lobbyists  to  notify  City  officers  of  the  value  of 
gifts  conferred. 

The  primary  fiscal  component  of  the  proposed  legislation 
is  the  change  in  the  monetary  thresholds  that  determine 
whether  and  when  one  qualifies  as  a  lobbyist.  Currently, 
a  person  or  entity  qualifies  as  a  Contract  lobbyist  if  the 
person  or  entity  receives  or  becomes  entitled  to  receive 
$1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  month  in  exchange  for 
influencing  or  attempting  to  influence  local  legislative  or 
administrative  action.  Additionally,  a  person  or  entity 
qualifies  as  an  Expenditure  lobbyist  if  the  person  or  entity 
makes  payments  of  $1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  quarter 
to  influence  or  attempt  to  influence  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  legislative  or  administrative  action. 

This  proposed  legislation  would  increase  the  qualification 
threshold  for  Contract  lobbyists  from  $1,000  per  calendar 
month  to  $3,200  in  any  quarter  (quarter  is  defined  in  the 
proposed  legislation  as  any  three  consecutive   calendar 
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months),  and  would  increase  the  qualification  threshold 
for  Expenditure  lobbyists  fi-om  $1,000  per  calendar 
quarter  to  $3,200  in  any  quarter. 

This  proposed  legislation  would  also  clarify  that  once  a 
person  or  entity  quahfies  as  a  lobbyist,  that  person  or 
entity  must  comply  with  all  the  requirements  and 
prohibitions  of  Article  XIIA  of  the  Administrative  Code 
until  the  lobbyist  formally  files  a  statement  of 
termination  with  the  Ethics  Commission. 

Disclosure  Requirements 

According  to  Ms.  Ginny  Vida  of  the  Ethics  Commission, 
the  proposed  additional  disclosure  requirements, 
modifications,  and  clarifications  of  existing  disclosure 
requirements  will  have  no  significant  fiscal  effect. 

•  Currently,  lobbyists  must  report  "activity  expenses," 
which  are  payments  that  benefit  City  officers, 
candidates  for  City  office,  certain  family  members  of 
such  City  officers  and  candidates,  if  the  payments 
aggregate  $20  or  more  in  value  per  calendar  month. 

Under  the  proposed  legislation,  lobbyists  must  also 
report  payments  that  benefit  aides  to  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  registered  domestic  partners 
and  certain  family  members  of  City  officers,  and 
candidates  for  City  office  if  the  payments  were  made 
within  three  months  of  a  lobbyist  contact  and  if  the 
payments  aggregate  $30  or  more  in  value  in  a 
consecutive  three-month  period. 

•  Currently,  lobbyists  are  not  required  to  disclose 
payments  received  from  City  officers  for  campaign 
consulting  services. 

Under  the  proposed  legislation,  lobbyists  would  be 
required  to  disclose  payments  received  from  City 
officers  in  exchange  for  campaign  consulting  services. 

•  Currently,  lobbyists  are  required  to  re-register  within 
15  days  after  the  close  of  the  calendar  year  that 
includes  the  anniversary  of  the  date  of  initial 
registration. 
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Under  the  proposed  legislation,  all  lobbyists  are 
required  to  re-register  on  Januajy  15  of  each  year.  The 
proposed  legislation  also  clarifies  the  disclosure 
requirements  applicable  at  the  time  of  registration  and 
at  the  time  of  fihng  quarterh'  activity  reports. 

Prohibitions 

The  following  prohibition  is  new  and  is  estimated  to  have 

no  significant  fiscal  effect,  according  to  Ms.  Vida. 

•     Currently,  lobbyists  are  not  subject  to  a  limit  on  the 
value  of  gifts  conferred  to  City  officers. 

The  proposed  legislation  Hmits  to  $50  the  aggregate  value 
of  gifts  a  lobbyist  may  make  to  City  officers  within  three 
months  of  a  lobbyist  contact. 

Other  Changes 

Additionally,  the  proposed  legislation  would  resolve 
ambiguous  definitions  (including  definitions  for  the  terms 
"candidate,"  "contact,"  "filer,"  "gift,"  "lobbyist  services," 
"measure,"  and  "person"),  codify  previously-issued  advice 
and  make  terminology'  in  the  Administrative  Code 
Sections  related  to  lobbyists  consistent  throughout  the 
Administrative  Code  and  pubhcations  of  the  Ethics 
Commission.  None  of  these  changes  is  estimated  to  have  a 
significant  fiscal  effect,  according  to  Ms.  Vida. 

According  to  Ms.  Vida,  the  purpose  of  the  above  proposed 
legislation  is  to  clarify  the  definition  of  conflict  of  interest 
activities  related  to  lobbyists  and  to  hmit  the  activities  of 
lobbyists  that  could  result  in  undue  influence  on  City 
officers  or  City  employees. 

Comments:  1.   According  to  Ms.  Vida,  the  existing  $1,000  per  month 

threshold  for  both  Contract  and  Expenditure  lobbyists  has 
been  in  effect  since  1988.  when  the  Lobbyist  Ordinance 
was  first  enacted.  As  previously  noted,  the  proposed 
legislation  would  modify  the  S  1,000  monetary  thresholds 
for  qualification  as  a  Contract  or  Expenditure  lobbyist  by 
increasing  it  to  $3,200  per  quarter,  defined  as  any  three 
consecutive  calendar  months,  for  both  contract  and 
expenditure  lobbyists. 
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2.  According  to  Ms.  Peggy  Ahn  of  the  Ethics  Commission, 
there  are  currently  52  lobbyists  registered  with  the  City's 
Ethics  Commission.  Of  the  52  lobbyists,  29  are  registered 
as  Contract  lobbyists  and  two  are  registered  as 
Expenditure  lobbyists.  The  remaining  21  lobbyists  are 
registered  as  Business  and  Organization  lobbyists,  and 
would  be  unaffected  by  the  proposed  legislation.  Business 
and  Organization  lobbyists  are  defined  as  those  who 
compensate  their  employees  or  members  for  lobbying 
activities  in  any  amount,  on  behalf  of  the  business  or 
organization  whose  employees  or  members  have  at  least 
25  contacts  with  City  officers  over  two  consecutive 
months. 

3.  According  to  Ms.  Ahn,  Ethics  Commission  staff 
reviewed  filings  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  calendar 
year  1998  and  all  four  quarters  of  1997  to  estimate  the 
effect  of  the  proposed  legislation  requiring  Contract  and 
Expenditure  lobbyists  to  register  with  the  City  who  meet 
the  $3,200  threshold.  Ethics  Commission  staff  determined 
that  seven  Contract  lobbyists  and  both  of  the  two 
registered  Expenditure  lobbyists  would  not  meet  the 
proposed  quarterly  threshold.  As  a  result  of  the  nine 
lobbyists  who  would  not  qualify  under  the  proposed 
legislation  (seven  Contract  and  two  Expenditure 
lobbyists),  and  therefore  would  not  be  required  to  register 
as  lobbyists,  there  would  be  an  estimated  reduction  in  the 
lobbyist  registration  fees  collected  by  the  Ethics 
Commission  of  $3,550  annually. 

Ms.  Ahn  notes  however,  that  based  on  the  staff  review  of 
lobbyist  filings,  the  Ethics  Commission  projects  that  the 
proposed  increase  in  the  quahfication  threshold  would 
result  in  httle,  if  any,  revenue  loss  in  lobbyist  registration 
fees  because  data  indicates  that  lobbyists  tend  to  continue 
to  maintain  their  lobbyist  status,  and  would  therefore 
continue  paying  the  registration  fee  to  the  City,  even  if 
not  required  to  register  under  the  proposed  threshold,  in 
order  to  maintain  the  potential  to  engage  in  lobbjdng 
activities  as  a  part  of  their  business. 

4.  Annual  lobbyist  registration  fees  ($300)  and  annual 
lobbyist  chent  registration  fees  ($50  each  client)  accrue  to 
the  General  Fund.  The  Attachment  to  this  report  is  a 
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Recommendation: 


memo  prepared  by  the  Ethics  Commission  which  provides 
the  details  for  this  projected  potential  reduction  of  up  to 
$3,550  in  annual  General  Fund  revenue  that  could  result 
from  the  proposed  changes  in  lobbyist  registration  fees. 

5.  Ms.  \'ida  reports  that  the  subject  proposed  changes  to 
the  Lobbyist  Ordinance  would  not  result  in  additional 
personnel  or  other  costs  to  the  City. 

6.  As  shown  in  the  Attachment  to  this  report,  Ms.  Ahn 
notes,  "The  Commission's  recommendation  to  increase  the 
qualification  threshold  for  contract  lobbyists  and 
expenditure  lobbyists  is  based  upon  two  considerations:  1) 
to  ensure  that  lower  earning  lobbyists  are  not  burdened 
with  disproportionately  high  registration  fees;  and  2)  to 
more  closely  match  the  lobbyist  quahfication  threshold 
implemented  by  the  Los  Angeles  Ethics  Commission." 

Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  a  policy  matter  for 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.

RE:                  Potential  Revenue  Loss  due  to  Increased  Monetary  Threshold  for 
Contract  Lobbyists  and  Expenditure  Lobbyists  (formerly 
"Grassroots"  Lobbyists) 

The  proposed  amendments  to  San  Francisco's  Lobbyist  Ordinance  (Article  XLA_, 
Sections  16.520  through  16.534)  include  a  recommendation  to  increase  the  monetary 
thresholds  qualification  as  a  contract  or  expenditure  (currently  "grassroots")  lobbyist 
Based  on  review  of  lobbyists  Clings,  the  Ethics  Commission  projects  that  an 
increase  of  the  qiiklification  threshold  to  S3^00  per  quarter  would  result  in  little, 
if  any,  revenue  loss  to  the  City's  General  Fund  in  lobbyist  registration  fees. 

As  indicated  below,  the  Commission  staff  has  determined  that  the  proposed 
amendments  could  possibly  result  in  a  total  estimated  annual  revenue  loss  of  S3. 550. 
However,  information  filed  by  lobbyists  with  the  Ethics  Commission  indicates  that 
lobbyists  who  fall  below  the  threshold  tend  to  maintain  their  registered  status.  Thus, 
we  conclude  that  it  is  unlikely  that  the  proposed  threshold  would  result  in  any 
significant  reduction  in  registration  fee  revenues. 

L         Rationat.f.  for  Proposed  Quarterly  Threshold 

Currently,  persons  or  entities  will  qualify  as  "contract"  lobbyists  Lf  they  receive  (or 
become  entitled  to  receive)  at  least  $1,000  total  compensation  for  lobbying  in  any 
calendar  roontk  Persons  or  entities  will  qualify  as  "grassroots"  lobbyists  if  they  sT)end 
$1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  quarter  to  influence  local  legislative  or  administrative 
action. 

The  legislation  would  increase  the  qxmlificarion  threshold  for  contract  lobbyist  from 
$1,000  in  any  calendar  month  to  $3^00  in  any  calendar  quarter  (any  three  consecutive 
months).  The  legislation  would  also  increase  the  qualification  threshold  for  expenditure 
lobbyists  fixim  $1,000  in  any  calendar  month  to  $3,200  in  any  calendar  quarter.

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In  reaching  the  figure  of  $3^00,  the  Commission  considered  the  impact  of  the  change  in 
registration  fees  on  lower  earning  lobbyists.  These  fses  were  increased  by  over  800  p>erccnt  in 
November  1997  (fix>m  S35  to  $300).  The  Commission  also  determined  that  a  quarterly  threshold 
would  be  more  sensible  because  it  would  follow  the  quarterly  reporting  system. 

For  example,  under  the  cxirrcnt  law,  a  contract  lobbyist  who  cams  S 1 ,000  in  a  single  calendar 
month  and  no  income  during  the  rest  of  the  year  would  have  to  pay  at  least  35  percent  of  his/her 
lobbyist  income  in  registration  and  client  fees  (S300  annual  registration  and  at  least  $50  in  client 
fees).  Under  the  proposed  amendments,  a  contract  lobbyist  who  earns  $3^00  in  a  calendar 
quarter  and  no  income  during  the  rest  of  the  year  would  pay  no  more  than  1 0  percent  of  his/her 
lobbyist  income  in  fees. 

The  Commission's  lobbyist  fees  arc  similar  to  those  currently  administered  by  the  Los  Angeles 
Ethics  Commission.  That  agency's  lobbyist  qualification  threshold  of  S4,000  per  quarter  is  close 
to  the  $3^00  ■±ireshold  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  than  the  current 
$1,000  threshold  When  the  Los  Angeles  Commission  increased  its  lobbyist  fees  (to  $300  annual 
registration  and  $50  per  client),  it  also  raised  its  qualification  thresholds  to  avoid  imposing  an 
undue  burden  on  low-earning  (or  grass  roots)  lobbyists.  That  same  rationale  underlies  the  San 
Francisco  Ethics  Commission's  proposal. 

Increasing  the  threshold  may  or  may  not  result  in  a  number  of  lobbyists  who  would  no  longer 
qualify  as  lobbyists,  and  therefore  would  not  be  required  to  register  as  lobbyists.  This 
memorandum  discusses  the  potential  reduction  in  the  lobbyist  registration  fees  as  a  result  of  the 
proposed  increase  in  the  qualification  threshold. 

n.        Estimated  Number  of  Lobbyists  that  potentially  Would  Not  Meet  the 
Proposed  Threshold 

There  arc  currently  52  registered  lobbyists.  Of  the  52  lobbyists,  29  are  registered  as  contract 
lobbyists  and  two  (2)  are  registered  as  expenditure  lobbyists.  Staff  reviewed  filing<:  for  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1998  to  estimate  how  many  contract  and  expenditure  lobbyists  would  not  meet 
the  proposed  $3,200  quarterly  threshold-  Staff  determined  that  approximately  nine  lobbyists 
("seven  contract  lobbyists  and  two  expenditure  lobbyists)  would  not  meet  the  new  quarter-based 
threshold. 

A.         Contraxrt  Lobbyists 

Approximately  seven  contract  lobbyists  would  not  meet  the  proposed  $3,200  threshold  for  the 
first  three  quarters  of  1 998.  Table  I  below  lists  those  lobbyists  and  their  1 998  earnings.

Based  on  the  figures  for  contract  and  expenditure  lobbyists,  the  total  possible  loss  of  annual 
revenue  to  the  City's  General  Fund  is  $3,550.00. 

It  is  important  to  consider  that  this  figure  represents  a  potential  estimated  loss  of  revenue, 
rather  than  a  projected  reduction  of  funds  to  the  City's  General  Fund.  Although  the  seven 
contract  lobbyists  and  two  expenditure  lobbyists  identified  above  would  not  qualify  as  lobbyists 
under  the  proposed  quarterly  threshold,  it  is  unlikely  that  these  lobbyists  would  terminale  their 
status,  even  though  they  would  no  longer  be  required  to  register. 

In  reaching  this  conclusion,  staff  reviewed  the  data  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  1 998,  (see  Table 
on  page  2)  and  all  four  quarters  of  1997.  The  1998  data,  indicates  that  each  of  the  seven  contract 
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lobbyists  reported  receiving  no  payments  for  lobbying  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1998, 
with  the  exception  of  Reuben  &  Alter,  who  received  $1,400  during  tills  year's  3"^  quarter.  See 
Table  I  on  page  2.  Similarly,  Ae  1997  data  shown  on  Table  II,  page  2  indicates  that  five 
lobbyists  would  not  have  met  the  proposed  threshold  during  any  quarter  in  1997. 

With  the  exception  of  two  lobbyists  who  terminated  their  status  earlier  this  year  (Baca  Tbier 
and  Richard  Johns  and  Associates),  each  of  the  contract  lobbyists  who  received  no  payments 
for  lobbying  in  either  1997  or  1998  has  re-registered  this  year  as  a  lobbyist  Each  also  re- 
registered despite  not  having  met  the  current  monthly  threshold  of  S1,000.  Staff  believes 
these  firms  will  continue  to  rc-rcgister  annually,  regardless  of  whether  they  will  qualify  as 
lobbyists,  because  of  the  potential  for  lobbying  activities  inherent  in  their  lines  of  business.  For 
example,  six  of  the  seven  contract  lobbyists  in  Table  I  are  law  firms  whose  services  have  at  some 
point  required  lobbying  activities  on  behalf  of  their  clients.  Therefore,  staff  believes  these  firms 
will  continue  to  mainfain  their  status  as  lobbyists. 

Similarly,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  two  expenditure  lobbyists  identified  above  would  terminate  their 
lobbyist  status  despite  their  failure  to  qualify  as  lobbyists  imdcr  the  proposed  quarterly  threshold. 
The  1997  and  1998  H^ta  for  these  lobbyists  indicate  that  they  made  few,  if  any,  payments  for 
lobbying  activities  during  the  1 997  year  and  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1 998.  Philip  Morris 
spent  S4,l  50  for  lobbying  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1997  only,  and  the  S.F.  Homeowner's 
Council  made  no  payments  at  all  during  1997  and  1998.  As  of  January  1 ,  1998,  none  of  these 
lobbyists  spent  the  current  threshold  of  $1 ,000  in  any  month  for  lobbying  activities,  yet  all  of 
them  have  continued  to  re-register  and  maintfljii  their  lobbyist  status. 

rv.       Conclusion 

The  Commission's  recommendation  to  increase  the  qualification  threshold  for  contract  lobbyists 
and  expenditure  lobbyists  is  based  upon  two  considerations:  1)  to  ensure  that  lower  earning 
lobbyists  arc  not  burdened  with  disproportionately  high  registration  fees;  and  2)  to  more  closely 
match  the  lobbyist  qualification  threshold  implemented  by  the  Los  Angeles  Ethics  Commission. 

Based  on  review  of  lobbyist  filings,  the  SF  Ethics  Cominission  projects  that  an  increase  of 
the  qualification  threshold  to  S3,200  per  quarter  b  would  result  in  little,  in  any,  revenue 
loss  to  the  City's  General  Fund  in  lobbyist  registration  fees.  Although  it  is  true  that  an 
estimated  nine  lobbyists  would  no  longer  qualify  and  therefore  would  not  be  required  to  register 
under  the  proposed  threshold,  the  data  discussed  above  strongly  suggests  thai  these  lobbyists 
would  continue  to  maintain  their  status  as  lobbyists.  However,  an  estimated  potential  revenue 
loss  of  $3,550  could  be  realized  in  the  unlikely  event  thai  all  lobbyists  falling  below  the  threshold 
should  elect  to  terminate  their  status.

The  proposed  subject  management  agreement  between  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD)  and  U.S.  Parking, 
Inc.  would  authorize  U.S.  Parking,  Inc.  to  operate  the  Kezar 
Parking  Lot,  a  City-owned  propert5%  accommodating  341 
vehicles  at  Stanvan  and  Frederick  Streets. 
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The  current  lessee,  City  Parking  Company,  has  been 
operating  the  Kezar  Parking  Lot  on  a  month-to-month  basis 
since  their  5-year  lease  agreement  with  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  expired  on  May  31,  1992.  According  to  Mr. 
Chris  Mack  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  based 
on  12.5%  of  monthly  revenues  of  up  to  $16,167  and  10.57%  of 
monthly  revenues  over  $16,167,  City  Parking  Company  paid 
the  RPD  approximately  $60,000  annually  in  rent  during 
Fiscal  Year  1997-1998  under  the  existing  month-to-month 
lease  agreement.

Comments: 


1.  On  November  10,  1998,  the  Department  of  Real  Estate 
issued  an  Invitation  for  Bids  (IFB)  to  operate  the  Kezar 
Parking  Lot  and  received  eight  bids  on  December  17,  1998. 
The  Attachment  to  this  report,  provided  by  the  RPD,  lists  the 
eight  companies  that  responded  to  the  IFB  and  the  bid 
submitted  by  each.  The  bid  amounts  represent  the  monthly 
management  fee  payable  by  RPD  to  the  parking  operator.  As 
noted  in  the  Attachment,  U.S.  Parking,  Inc.  submitted  the 
lowest  monthly  management  fee  bid  of  $17,021. 

2.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  the  subject  management 
agreement  would  increase  annual  revenues  from  the  Kezar 
Parking  Lot  by  $180,000  annually  from  the  $60,000  in 
revenue  budgeted  for  FY  1997-98  to  annual  revenues  of 
$240,000  based  on  existing  parking  rates,  an  increase  of  300 
percent.  This  increase  results  simply  because  the  RPD  will 
receive  all  parking  revenues  and  pay  a  management  fee  for 
operation  of  the  parking  lot  instead  of  receiving  a  percentage 
rent  based  on  a  lease  agreement  that  began  in  1987  and 
expired  in  1992. 

3.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  RPD  will  provide  improvements 
to  the  lot  including  re-surfacing,  striping,  and  installation  of 
bike  lockers  in  the  first  year  of  the  subject  management 
agreement  and  that  such  improvements  are  estimated  to  cost 
$25,000. 

4.  Section  7.1  of  the  proposed  management  agreement 
contains  the  following  language: 

"Manager  [of  the  Kezar  Parking  Lot]  shaU  retain  the 
personnel  employed  at  the  [Kezar  Parking]  Lot  by  the 
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prior  Manager  who  have  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  months 
service  at  the  [Kezar  Parking]  Lot  unless  any  such 
personnel  are  terminated  for  just  cause. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  Manager  has  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement  with  its  employees, 
such  retained  personnel  shall  be  subject  to  the 
termination  provisions  under  such  collective 
bargaining.  In  the  event  Manager  retains  personnel 
employed  at  the  [Kezar  Parking]  Lot  by  the  prior 
Manager  for  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  from  the 
commencement  of  this  Management  Agreement,  such 
personnel  shall  carry  with  them  all  the  seniority, 
vacation  and  pension  rights  accumulated  during  their 
employment  by  the  prior  Manager  and  shall  be 
carried  on  the  books  of  Manager  as  of  the  service 
starting  date  of  the  prior  Manager."

Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD) 

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Park  Code  by  adding 
Section  12.08  revising  parking  rates  at  the  Kezar  Parking 
Lot  located  at  Stanyan  and  Frederick  Streets  (see  Comment 
No.  4). 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  increase  parking  rates  at  the 
Kezar  Parking  Lot,  a  Cit3"-owned  property  located  at  Stanyan 
and  Frederick  Streets  which  accommodates  approximately 
341  vehicles.  This  subject  lot  is  approximately  107,440 
square  feet. 

According  to  Mr.  Chris  Mack  of  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  (RPD),  the  current  parking  rates  at  the  subject 
parking  lot  have  been  in  effect  since  September  1991,  almost 
8  years.  The  proposed  ordinance  would  increase  parking 
rates  between  0%  and  140%  as  shown  in  Attachment  I 
provided  by  RPD. 

1.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  RPD  based  the  proposed  parking 
rate  increases  on  the  parking  rates  charged  at  the  only 
parking  lot  that  RPD  considers  comparable  to  the  subject 
parking  lot.  Attachment  II,  pro\-ided  by  Mr.  Mack,  Hsts  the 
parking  rates  at  these  two  lots.  Mr.  Mack  further  explains 
that  RPD  is  proposing  these  rate  increases  in  conjunction 
with  a  proposed  new  management  agreement  for  the 
operation  of  the  subject  parking  lot  (see  Item  1  File  99-0803 
of  this  report  to  the  Special  Rules  Committee). 

2.  Mr.  Mack  reports  that  the  proposed  hourly  rate  for  2-3 
hours  of  parking  is  incorrecth'  listed  on  the  proposed 
ordinance  as  S4.50  instead  of  S3. 00  and  that  the  hourly  rate 
for  3-4  hours  of  parking  was  inadvertently  not  included  in 
the  proposed  ordinance.  Accordingly,  line  18  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  should  be  amended  to  read,  "2-3  hours  $3.00" 
instead  of  $4.50  and  a  new  Hne  should  be  inserted  after  line 
18  that  reads.  "3-4  hours  S4.50". 
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3.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  the  total  estimated  annual 
parking  revenues  to  be  reaKzed  by  the  City  from  the  existing 
parking  rates  under  the  proposed  new  management 
agreement  are  $240,000  (see  Item  1,  File  99-0803  of  this 
report  to  the  Special  Rules  Committee).  Mr.  Mack  explains 
that  approval  of  the  revised  parking  rates  under  the  subject 
proposed  ordinance  would  result  in  estimated  increased 
annual  parking  revenues  of  $252,288,  or  a  105%  increase, 
thereby  resulting  in  total  estimated  annual  parking  revenues 
of  $492,288. 

4.  According  to  Ms.  Miriam  Merely  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  the  current  parking  fees  charged  at  the  Kezar  Parking 
Lot  are  not  included  in  Administrative  Code  because,  prior  to 
the  1996  Charter,  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  was  not 
required  for  parking  fees  established  by  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department.  Ms.  Morely  clarifies  that  the  current 
Kezar  Parking  Lot  parking  fees  were  established  before  1996 
and  that  the  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  the  Park  Code 
by  adding  a  new  section  containing  the  proposed  parking  fees 
for  the  subject  parking  lot. 

Reconxmendations:  1.  In  accordance  with  Comment  No.  2  above,  amend  line  18 
of  the  proposed  ordinance  to  read,  "2-3  hours  $3.00"  instead 
of  $4.50,  and  insert  a  new  line  after  line  18  that  reads,  "3-4

The  proposed  subject  management  agreement  between  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD)  and  U.S.  Parking, 
Inc.  would  authorize  U.S.  Parking,  Inc.  to  operate  the  Kezar 
Parking  Lot,  a  City-owned  property',  accommodating  341 
vehicles  at  Stanyan  and  Frederick  Streets. 
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The  current  lessee,  City  Parking  Company,  has  been 
operating  the  Kezar  Parking  Lot  on  a  month-to-month  basis 
since  their  5-year  lease  agreement  with  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  expired  on  May  31,  1992.  According  to  Mr. 
Chris  Mack  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  based 
on  12.5%  of  monthly  revenues  of  up  to  $16,167  and  10.57%  of 
monthly  revenues  over  $16,167,  City  Parking  Company  paid 
the  RPD  approximately  $60,000  annually  in  rent  during 
Fiscal  Year  1997-1998  under  the  existing  month-to-month 
lease  agreement.  The  budgeted  annual  rental  payment  to 
the  City  for  Fiscal  year  1998-1999  is  $60,000,  according  to 
Mr.  Mack. 

This  subject  resolution  would  authorize  a  management 
agreement,  as  opposed  to  a  lease  agreement.  As  noted  above, 
under  the  existing  lease  agreement,  the  City  Parking  paid 
RPD  rent  in  the  form  of  a  percentage  of  monthly  gross 
revenues.  Under  the  proposed  management  agreement,  all 
parking  revenues  from  the  Kezar  Parking  Lot  would  be 
deposited  daily  into  an  account  controlled  by  the  City  and, 
from  that  account,  RPD  would  pay  U.S.  Parking  Inc.  a  fixed 
monthly  management  fee  of  $17,021  for  the  operation  of  the 
parking  lot.  Mr.  Mack  reports  that,  per  the  proposed 
management  agreement,  U.S.  Parking  would  also  provide 
approximately  $55,000  in  capital  improvements  to  the  lot 
including  an  attendant  shelter,  state-of-the-art  ticket 
dispensing,  card  readers,  and  revenue  collection/monitoring 
equipment.

Comments: 


1.  On  November  10,  1998,  the  Department  of  Real  Estate 
issued  an  Invitation  for  Bids  (IFB)  to  operate  the  Kezar 
Parking  Lot  and  received  eight  bids  on  December  17,  1998. 
The  Attachment  to  this  report,  provided  by  the  RPD,  Usts  the 
eight  companies  that  responded  to  the  IFB  and  the  bid 
submitted  by  each.  The  bid  amounts  represent  the  monthly' 
management  fee  payable  bj'  RPD  to  the  parking  operator.  As 
noted  in  the  Attachment,  U.S.  Parking,  Inc.  submitted  the 
lowest  monthly  management  fee  bid  of  $17,021. 

2.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  the  subject  management 
agreement  would  increase  annual  revenues  from  the  Kezar 
Parking  Lot  by  $180,000  annually  from  the  $60,000  in 
revenue  budgeted  for  FY  1997-98  to  annual  revenues  of 
$240,000  based  on  existing  parking  rates,  an  increase  of  300 
percent.  This  increase  results  simply  because  the  RPD  will 
receive  aU  parking  revenues  and  pay  a  management  fee  for 
operation  of  the  parking  lot  instead  of  receiving  a  percentage 
rent  based  on  a  lease  agreement  that  began  in  1987  and 
expired  in  1992. 

3.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  RPD  will  provide  improvements 
to  the  lot  including  re-surfacing,  striping,  and  installation  of 
bike  lockers  in  the  first  year  of  the  subject  management 
agreement  and  that  such  improvements  are  estimated  to  cost 
$25,000. 

4.  Section  7.1  of  the  proposed  management  agreement 
contains  the  following  language: 

"Manager  [of  the  Kezar  Parking  Lot]  shall  retain  the 
personnel  employed  at  the  [Kezar  Parking]  Lot  by  the 
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prior  Manager  who  have  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  months 
service  at  the  [Kezar  Parking]  Lot  unless  any  such 
personnel  are  terminated  for  just  cause. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  Manager  has  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement  with  its  employees, 
such  retained  personnel  shall  be  subject  to  the 
termination  provisions  under  such  collective 
bargaining.  In  the  event  Manager  retains  personnel 
employed  at  the  [Kezar  Parking]  Lot  by  the  prior 
Manager  for  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  from  the 
commencement  of  this  Management  Agreement,  such 
personnel  shall  carry  with  them  all  the  seniority, 
vacation  and  pension  rights  accumulated  during  their 
employment  by  the  prior  Manager  and  shall  be 
carried  on  the  books  of  Manager  as  of  the  service 
starting  date  of  the  prior  Manager." 

Mr.  Joel  Robinson  of  RPD  states  that  Section  7.1  of  the 
proposed  management  agreement  will  be  fully  enforced  by 
RPD.

Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD) 

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Park  Code  by  adding 
Section  12.08  revising  parking  rates  at  the  Kezar  Parking 
Lot  located  at  Stanyan  and  Frederick  Streets  (see  Comment 
No.  4). 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  increase  parking  rates  at  the 
Kezar  Parking  Lot,  a  City-owned  property  located  at  Stanyan 
and  Frederick  Streets  which  accommodates  approximately 
341  vehicles.  This  subject  lot  is  approximately  107,440 
square  feet. 

According  to  Mr.  Chris  Mack  of  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  (RPD),  the  current  parking  rates  at  the  subject 
parking  lot  have  been  in  effect  since  September  1991,  almost 
8  years.  The  proposed  ordinance  would  increase  parking 
rates  between  0%  and  140%  as  shown  in  Attachment  I 
provided  by  RPD. 

1.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  RPD  based  the  proposed  parking 
rate  increases  on  the  parking  rates  charged  at  the  only 
parking  lot  that  RPD  considers  comparable  to  the  subject 
parking  lot.  Attachment  II,  provided  by  Mr.  Mack,  Hsts  the 
parking  rates  at  these  two  lots.  Mr.  Mack  further  explains 
that  RPD  is  proposing  these  rate  increases  in  conjunction 
with  a  proposed  new  management  agreement  for  the 
operation  of  the  subject  parking  lot  (see  Item  1  File  99-0803 
of  this  report  to  the  Special  Rules  Committee). 

2.  Mr.  Mack  reports  that  the  proposed  hourly  rate  for  2-3 
hours  of  parking  is  incorrectly  listed  on  the  proposed 
ordinance  as  §4.50  instead  of  $3.00  and  that  the  hourly  rate 
for  3-4  hours  of  parking  was  inadvertenth-  not  included  in 
the  proposed  ordinance.  Accordingl}^  hne  18  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  should  be  amended  to  read,  "2-3  hours  $3.00" 
instead  of  $4.50  and  a  new  hne  should  be  inserted  after  line 
18  that  reads,  "3-4  hours  $4.50". 
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3.  According  to  Mr.  Mack,  the  total  estimated  annual 
parking  revenues  to  be  realized  by  the  City  from  the  existing 
parking  rates  under  the  proposed  new  management 
agreement  are  $240,000  (see  Item  1,  File  99-0803  of  this 
report  to  the  Special  Rules  Committee).  Mr.  Mack  explains 
that  approval  of  the  revised  parking  rates  under  the  subject 
proposed  ordinance  would  result  in  estimated  increased 
annual  parking  revenues  of  $252,288,  or  a  105%  increase, 
thereby  resulting  in  total  estimated  annual  parking  revenues 
of  $492,288. 

4.  According  to  Ms.  Miriam  Morely  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  the  current  parking  fees  charged  at  the  Kezar  Parking 
Lot  are  not  included  in  Administrative  Code  because,  prior  to 
the  1996  Charter,  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  was  not 
required  for  parking  fees  established  by  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department.  Ms.  Morely  clarifies  that  the  current 
Kezar  Parking  Lot  parking  fees  were  established  before  1996 
and  that  the  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  the  Park  Code 
by  adding  a  new  section  containing  the  proposed  parking  fees 
for  the  subject  parking  lot. 

Recommendations:  1.  In  accordance  with  Comment  No.  2  above,  amend  line  18 
of  the  proposed  ordinance  to  read,  "2-3  hours  $3.00"  instead 
of  $4.50,  and  insert  a  new  line  after  line  18  that  reads,  "3-4 
hours  $4.50".

In  September  of  1998,  the  Cahfornia  Legislature 
approved  AB  2283  to  provide  $5,000,000  for  counties 
throughout  the  State  to  perform  high-risk  pest  exclusion 
activities  for  the  Cahfornia  Department  of  Food  and 
Agriculture  (CDFA).  The  CDFA  subsequently  awarded 
$127,392  to  San  Francisco  for  the  operation  of  the  High 
Risk  Pest  Exclusion  Program  on  a  cost  reimbursement 
basis  for  the  seven-month  period  of  December  1,  1998 
through  June  30,  1999.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
exclude  high-risk  pest  populations  from  entering  into  the 
City  through  wholesale  produce  and  flower  markets. 

Mr.  Dave  Frieders  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Weights  and  Measures  states  that  the  Department  has 
operated  the  High-Risk  Pest  Exclusion  Program  since 
December  1,  1998,  using  existing  departmental  resources. 
Mr.  Frieders  advises  that  the  Department  will  receive  full 
reimbursement  from  the  CDFA  for  the  Program 
expenditures  incurred  by  the  Department,  upon  fihng  a 
claim  to  the  CDFA. 

As  explained  in  Attachment  I,  provided  Mr.  Sid  Baker, 
the  Department  staffed  the  High-Risk  Pest  Exclusion 
Program  from  December  1,  1998  through  March  31,  1999 
with  existing  departmental  staff  on  an  overtime  basis. 
Mr.  Baker  reports  that  in  April  and  May  of  1999,  the 
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Department  hired  3  new  positions,  including  2.0  FTE 
Public  Service  Trainees  and  one  0.5  FTE  Clerk  Typist,  for 
the  High-Risk  Pest  Exclusion  Program. 

The  primary  duties  of  the  Public  Service  Trainee  positions 
include:  (a)  inspecting  points  of  entry  in  the  City,  such  as 
wholesale  produce  and  flower  markets,  for  the  presence  of 
high-risk  pests  such  as  the  Mediterranean  Fruit  Fly  and 
Gypsy  Moth  and  (b)  surveying  for  the  presence  of  Red 
Imported  Fire  Ants  and  Africanized  Honeybees  within  the 
City.  The  Clerk  Typist  position  provides  clerical  support 
for  the  High-Risk  Pest  Exclusion  Program. 

According  to  Mr.  Baker,  the  Department  intends  to  use  a 
portion  of  the  subject  grant  funds  to  purchase  (1)  a  vehicle 
for  the  two  Pubhc  Service  Trainees  to  travel  to  and  from 
various  points  of  inspection  throughout  the  City  and  (2) 
computer  equipment  plus  software  to  maintain  records  of 
high-risk  pest  inspections  in  the  Citj'.  Mr.  Baker  states 
that  the  Department  has  initiated  the  process  to  purchase 
these  items  and  plans  to  bill  their  costs  to  the  State  prior 
to  the  termination  of  the  subject  grant  funds  on  June  30, 
1999.

The  ftinding  for  this  portion  of  the  High  Risk  Pest  Exclusion  Contract/Grant  came  from  the  State 
Legislature  and  CDFA  effective  December  1, 1998  for  a  six  month  set  up  program.  This  is  an 
exclusion  program  in  addition  to  the  regular  exclusion  activities  already  part  of  the  agriculture 
program.  All  counties  in  the  state  were  fbn:ed  into  a  short-term  set-up  pnagram,  including  hiring 
and  equipment  purchases. 

Because  the  contract  funding  is  dependent  on  "billable"  hours  and  a  one  time  set-up  allowance,  the 
Depalment  assigned  overtime  hours  billable  to  the  contract  to  the  regula"  staff  to  oieet  some 
contract  obligation  until  set  up  could  be  achieved.  Trainees  were  hired  because  there  was  no 
availability  of  state  license  candidates  for  the  contract  positions.  The  regular  staff  hours  were  then 
focused  on  training  Gie  new  trainees  and  billable  contract  overtime  training  to  fulfill  the  contract 
hours.  This  process  continues  through  the  June  30  end  of  the  conti'act  hours  and  costs. 

This  contact  is  for  the  last  six  months  of  98/99,  with  all  expenditures  within  the  contract  amount  the 
State  and  reimbursed  to  the  dty.  Funding  has  been  guaranteed  through  99/2000  (with  increased 
funding  available,  exact  amount  to  be  determined).  When  funding  expires,  the  high  risk  activities 
will  stop,  and  the  emptoyees  hired  through  this  funding  will  be  laid  off,  however  every  attempt  to 
provide  employment  to  these  emptoyees  will  be  made  (through  existing  vacancies). 

The  departinent  will  operate  vnthin  the  present  fund  limits  and  ttie  renewed  funds  for  FY  99/00 
dready  in  the  new  year  budget  There  will  be  no  costs  to  the  city  following  reimbursement  by  the 
state.

This  Base  Amount  of 
funding  annually  shall  be  no  less  than  the  amount  of  all  net 
General  Fund  (excluding  Department  Revenues)  and  Open 
Space  appropriations,  including  any  supplemental 
appropriations  for  FY  1998-99  or  FY  1999-2000,  whichever  is 
higher. 

The  Base  Amount  shall  be  determined  by  the  Controller  and 
shall  be  adjusted  annually  by  the  Controller,  based  upon  the 
percentage  increase  or  decrease  in  aggregate  City  and 
County  appropriations,  and  by  any  increase  or  decrease  in 
General  Fund  appropriations  to  the  Department  in 
subsequent  years  to  provide  services  not  provided  or 
terminate  services  no  longer  required  that  were  funded  in 
the  Base  Year.

This  additional  appropriation  of  $15  million 
shall  be  adjusted  annually  by  the  Controller  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Base  Amount  of  annual  funding  to  the  Park, 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund.

million  is  not  earmarked  for  specific  programs  and  shall  be 
as  approved  for  expenditure  in  the  annual  appropriation 
ordinance. 

In  addition  to  the  Base  Amount  and  the  additional  annual 
$15  million  described  above,  all  gross  revenues  from  all 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  sources,  including,  without 
limitation,  concessions,  leases,  parking  facilities  and  harbors, 
shall  be  deposited  into  the  Park,  Recreation  and  Open  Space 
Fund.  Additional!}',  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rejects  a 
proposed  fee  increase  by  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission,  then  an  amount  equal  to  the  expected  revenues 
from  the  proposed  fee  increase,  as  determined  by  the 
Controller  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Fund.  The  Fund  will 
also  receive  all  State  and  Federal  funds  and  money  from  all 
other  sources  designated  for  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department. 


Comments:  1.   According  to  Ms.  Isabel  Wade,  of  the  Neighborhood  Parks 

Council,  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  a  continuation 
of  the  pubHc  participation  process  established  by  the  Park 
Plan,  which  was  completed  in  May  1998.  Ms.  Wade,  states 
that  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  intended  to  secure 
a  stable  annual  funding  source  for  the  Department,  establish 
a  funding  source  for  capital  improvements,  and  ensure  that 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  adopts  a  strategic 
approach  to  budgeting. 

2.  Ms.  Miriam  Morley,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  states  that,  if 
this  Charter  Amendment  is  approved,  it  would  require  the 
Board  of  Superv-isors  to  approve  a  $50  million  Revenue  Bond. 
According  to  Ms.  Michelle  Sexton,  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  provides  an 
additional  exemption  from  voter  approval  for  issuance  for 
this  Revenue  Bond  consistent  with  Charter  Section  9.107. 
Charter  Section  9.107  describes  exceptions  whereby  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  can  approve  the  issuance  of  Revenue 
Bonds  without  separate  voter  approval. 

3.  Ms.  Morley  further  states  that  this  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  allows  the  Board  of  Super\dsors  to  approve 
additional  Revenue  Bonds,  beyond  the  $50  million  at  the 
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request  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  without 
voter  approval  consistent  with  Charter  Section  9.107. 
According  to  Ms.  Morle3^  the  entire  amount  of  the  new  Park, 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund  would  be  pledged  as  the 
source  of  funds  for  repayment  of  any  Revenue  Bond,  from 
this  Fund. 

4.  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  earmarks  65  percent 
of  the  additional  $15  million  to  be  allocated  to  the  Park, 
Recreation,  and  Open  Space  Fund.  The  remaining  35  percent 
of  this  additional  annual  allocation  which  is  not  earmarked 
for  expenditure  represents  $5.25  million,  that  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  can  use  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  on  the  Revenue  Bonds  without  increasing  its 
revenue  collections  or  curtailing  its  current  spending. 

According  to  Ms.  Sarah  Hollenbeck,  Mayor's  Office  of  Public 
Finance,  a  $50  million  revenue  bond  would  cost 
approximately  $4.1  million  per  year  for  25  years  to  repay. 
This  assumes  a  6.5  percent  interest  rate.  The  total  debt 
service  for  the  $50  million  Revenue  Bond  would  be 
approximately  $102.5  milHon  over  the  25-year  term  of  the 
bonds.  Ms.  Hollenbeck  further  stated  that  this  is  a 
conservative  estimate  of  the  debt  service  requirements  for 
such  bonds.  She  stated  that  the  actual  interest  rate  on  the 
bonds  and  corresponding  debt  service  would  depend  on  the 
unrestricted  amount  of  the  Fund,  which  could  be  used  to 
repay  the  bonds.  Normally  a  coverage  ratio  of  at  least  1.5  to  1 
of  unrestricted  revenues  to  debt  service,  is  required. 

5.  The  source  of  the  $15  million  to  be  included  in  this  Fund 
has  not  been  defined.  Mr.  Harrington  has  indicated  that  if 
this  Charter  Amendment  is  approved,  that  in  his  opinion  the 
cost  of  government  would  not  increase.  The  Controller's 
report  on  the  effect  on  the  cost  of  government  will  be 
provided  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  Rules  Committee 
meeting  of  June  24,  1999. 

6.  The  Budget  Analyst  notes  that  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  would  shift  $15  million  of  budgeted  resources 
from  other  departments  and  programs  into  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department,  unless  new  revenues  are  identified  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All  other  funds  that  would  be 
included  in  the  Park  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund  are 
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existing  General  Fund  support  and  existing  Open  Space 
funds  that  are  currentl}'  appropriated  to  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department.

Section  13.110 

Charter  Section  13.110  currently  provides  that  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  divided  into  eleven 
Supervisorial  districts,  sets  forth  these  districts,  and  provides 
that  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  elected 
from  these  districts,  effective  January'  1,  2000.  Ms.  Naomi 
Nishioka  of  the  Department  of  Elections  explains  that  the 
proposed  resolution  would  add  language  to  Section  13.110  to: 

1)  ClarifH-  that  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  Treasure  Island  are 
included  in  the  Sixth  Supervisorial  District;  and 

2)  DeHneate  the  existing  boundaries  for  the  Eleventh 
Supen'isorial  District,  which  are  roughly  the  City  and 
County  border  on  the  south,  the  centerhne  of  Junipero 
Serra  Boulevard  to  the  west.  Interstate  Route  280  to  the 
north,  and  John  McLaren  Park  to  the  east. 


Effect  on  the  Cost 
of  Government: 


Ms.  Nishioka  reports  that  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment 
will  not  result  in  any  additional  costs  for  the  Department  of 
Elections  because  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would 
not  change  existing  boundaries  for  any  of  the  eleven 
Supervisorial  Districts  and,  therefore,  re-printing  or  re- 
distribution of  district  maps  and  materials  would  not  be 
necessary. 

The  Controller's  Office  confirms  that  if  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  is  approved,  it  should  not  affect  the  cost  of 
government. 
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Comments: 


1.  Ms.  Nishioka  explains  that,  although  the  Charter  does 
not  specifically  state  so  currently,  the  Department  of 
Elections  includes  both  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  Treasure 
Island  in  the  Sixth  Supervisorial  District,  as  they  are  located 
between  the  extended  north  and  south  boundaries  of  the 
Sixth  Supervisorial  District.  Ms.  Nishioka  explains  that  the 
proposed  Charter  Amendment  would,  for  clarification 
purposes,  specifically  state  that  Yerba  Buena  Island  and 
Treasure  Island  are  included  in  the  Sixth  Supervisorial 
District. 


2.  Currently,  Section  13.110  of  the  Charter  does  not 
specifically  delineate  the  boundaries  for  the  Eleventh 
Supervisorial  District  but  only  defines  the  Eleventh 
Supervisorial  District  as  "...all  of  that  portion  of  the  city  and 
county  not  otherwise  described  as  constituting  the  First, 
Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth 
or  Tenth  Supervisorial  Districts."  Ms.  Nishioka  explains 
that  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would,  for 
clarification  purposes,  delineate  the  exact  boundaries  of  the 
Eleventh  Supervisorial  District.

Description:  Charter     Sections    AS. 364     and    AS. 441     currently     allow 

employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
transfer  unused  accumulated  sick  leave  and/or  vacation  time 
to  other  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  employees  who 
have  been  determined  to  be  catastrophically  ill  and  who  have 
exhausted  their  vacation  allowance,  sick  leave  and 
compensator}'  time  off.  Section  16.9-29(b)  of  the  City's 
Administrative  Code  defines  a  catastrophically  ill  employee 
as  an  employee  who  has  sustained  a  life-threatening  illness 
or  injury  and  who  has  already  exhausted  all  available  paid 
sick  leave,  vacation  and  compensatory  time.  Section  16.9-29 
of  the  City's  Administrative  Code  also  contains  specific 
eligibility  requirements  for  City  employees  to  receive  and 
transfer  such  sick  leave  and/or  vacation  credits,  the  specific 
procedures  for  application  and  limitations  as  well  as  other 
provisions  for  implementing  the  current  Charter  provisions. 
For  example,  under  the  current  provisions.  City  and  Count}- 
employees  can  transfer  a  combined  maximum  of  480  hours 
per  year.

employees,  as  opposed  to  a  specific  individual  employee,  as  is 
currently  the  requirement. 


The  Controller  prepared  a  draft  memorandum  on  June  8, 
1999  which  reports  that  in  FY  1998-99,  City  and  County 
employees  donated  approximately  $2.1  million  of  sick  leave 
credits  and  approximately  $200,000  of  vacation  time  credits 
to  catastrophically  ill  employees. 

The  Budget  Analyst  notes  that  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  would  only  permit  vacation  credits,  and  not  sick 
leave  credits,  to  be  transferred  to  City  employees  for  use  as 
family  leave  to  care  for  catastrophically-ill  spouses,  domestic 
partners  or  other  dependents.  Since  vacation  credits  are  a 
vested  benefit,  and  the  City  would  be  required  to  pay  for  such 
vested  vacation  time  regardless  of  whether  such  time  were 
transferred  to  a  catastrophically  ill  person  or  paid  to  the 
employee  who  earned  such  vacation  time,  the  Budget  Analyst 
estimates  that  there  should  not  be  a  cost  associated  with  the 
proposed  Charter  Amendment. 

1.  A  Catastrophic  Sick  Leave  and  Long  Term  Disability  Task 
Force,  comprised  of  representatives  from  the  Employees 
Retirement  Sj'stem,  Civil  Service  Commission,  Department 
of  Human  Resources,  Board  of  Supervisors,  Mayor's  Office, 
City  Attorney's  Office,  Controller's  Office  and  the  Aids 
Foundation,  has  been  meeting  since  April  of  1999  to  review 
the  current  Charter  provisions  and  make  recommendations 
regarding  the  City's  catastrophically  ill  program.  This  Task 
Force  is  due  to  complete  their  report  and  issue  their  final 
recommendations  by  June  30,  1999. 

2.  Ms.  Claire  Murphy  of  the  Employees  Retirement  System, 
and  who  is  Chair  of  this  Task  Force,  reports  that  the  Task 
Force  recommendations  are  consistent  with  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment  in  that  the  forthcoming 
recommendations  of  the  Task  Force  will  be  to  recommend 
that  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  be  limited  to 
donations  of  vacation  credits,  since  this  provision  would  not 
result  in  additional  costs  to  the  Citv. 
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3.  If  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  approved,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  would  be  empowered  to  enact  any  and 
all  ordinances  necessary  to  administer,  interpret  and 
regulate  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  Amendment.

Appendices  A8.50G-1,  A8.559-14  and  8.585-14 

Currently,  the  Employees  Retirement  System  (ERS)  for 
all  Cit>'  employees  has  two  levels  of  retirement  benefits: 
Tier  1  and  Tier  2.  Members  of  Tier  1  were  hired  prior  to 
November  1,  1976  and  receive  higher  retirement  benefits 
than  Tier  2  members  who  were  hired  after  November  1. 
1976. 


In  1981,  the  City  offered  Tier  1  members  of  the  Police 
Department  and  Fire  Department  a  lump-sum  cash 
payment  not  to  exceed  $40,000  (calculated  at  S2.500  for 
each  year  of  service  up  to  ten  years  and  $1,000  for  each 
additional  year  of  service  above  ten  years)  to  transfer 
from  Tier  1  to  Tier  2  in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of 
employees  receiving  Tier  1  retirement  benefits.  As  a 
result,  approximately  254  employees  (160  Police  Officers 
and  94  Firefighters)  voluntarily  transferred  from  Tier  1  to 
Tier  2. 

Cash  payments  were  funded  from  members'  contributions 
to  their  individual  retirement  accounts.  Normally, 
members  cannot  receive  funds  from  their  retirement 
accounts  unless  they  terminate  from  Citj-  service  and 
withdraw  from  the  ERS.  However,  in  this  case,  members 
received  such  funds  and  were  allowed  to  remain  within 
the  ERS  to  collect  future  Tier  2  retirement  benefits.  After 
the  above-noted  retirement  accounts  were  depleted,  the 
City  funded  the  balance  of  the  lump-sum  cash  payments 
from  the  City's  portion  of  the  contributions  to  the  ERS. 

According  to  Mr.  Kieran  Murphy,  Actuary-  for  the  ERS,  in 
1981,  the  Cit>-  paid  the  subject  254  Police  Officers  and 
Firefighters  a  total  of  approximately  $5.5  million  in  lump- 
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sum  cash  payments,  including  $3.2  million  from  members' 
contributions  (approximately  $1.9  million  for  Police 
Officers  and  $1.3  million  for  Firefighters)  and  $2.3  million 
from  the  City's  portion  of  the  contributions  to  the  ERS. 

Since  1981,  San  Francisco  voters  have  approved  a  series 
of  Charter  amendments  to  improve  retirement  benefits  for 
all  of  the  City's  Tier  2  members,  except  for  the  254  Police 
Department  and  Fire  Department  employees  who 
received  a  lump-sum  cash  payment  from  the  City  to 
transfer  from  Tier  1  to  Tier  2.  In  accordance  with 
Appendices  A8-500-1,  A8.559-14  and  A8.585-14  of  the 
City  Charter,  the  subject  254  Tier  2  members  cannot 
receive  improved  retirement  benefits  granted  to  all  other 
Tier  2  members  since  1981,  unless  such  improved 
retirement  benefits  are  specifically  approved  by  the  voters 
through  a  Charter  Amendment. 

Attachment  I,  provided  by  the  ERS,  describes  each  of  the 
Tier  2  retirement  benefits  approved  by  the  voters  since 
1981. 

Proposed  Provisions:     The     proposed     Charter     Amendment     would      amend 
Appendices  A8. 500-1,  A8.559-14  and  A8. 585-14  to: 

•  Remove  the  existing  Charter  provisions  that  prohibit 
the  254  Police  Department  and  Fire  Department 
employees,  who  received  a  lump-sum  cash  payment 
from  the  City  to  transfer  from  Tier  1  to  Tier  2,  from 
receiving  the  improved  retirement  benefits  granted  to 
all  other  Tier  2  members  since  1981; 

•  Authorize  the  254  Police  Department  and  Ffre 
Department  employees,  who  received  a  lump-sum  cash 
payment  from  the  Citj^  to  transfer  from  Tier  1  to  Tier 
2,  to  receive  the  improved  retirement  benefits  granted 
to  all  other  Tier  2  members  since  1981.  However,  in 
order  to  receive  these  improved  retirement  benefits, 
the  subject  254  Tier  2  members  must  repaj'  to  the  City 
with  interest  at  6  percent  annuallj'  the  cash  payments 
which  they  received  from  the  City  when  transferring 
from  Tier  1  to  Tier  2  status.  According  to  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment,  these  employees  would  not  be 
required  to  repay  the  portion  of  the  lump-sum  cash 
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payment  which  was  funded  from  the  members'  own 
contributions.  Instead,  such  employees  would  be 
required  to  repay  only  the  portion  of  the  cash  payment 
funded  from  the  City's  portion  of  the  contributions  to 
the  ERS. 

According  to  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  the 
subject  254  Tier  2  members  could  repay  the  cash  payment 
to  the  ERS  either  through  (1)  a  lump-sum  repayment;  (2) 
payroll  deductions  for  current  members  up  to  the  amount 
of  the  required  repayment;  or  (3)  an  actuarial  offset  for 
retired  members,  whereby  monthly  retirement  allowances 
are  reduced  by  the  value  of  the  improved  Tier  2  benefits 
up  to  the  amount  of  the  required  repayment. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  applies  only  to  current 
Tier  2  members  and  Tier  2  members  who  retired  on  or 
before  November  2,  1999.  According  to  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment,  Tier  2  members  who  will  have 
retired  on  or  before  November  2,  1999  would  only  receive 
the  improved  Tier  2  benefits  that  have  been  approved  by 
the  voters  before  the  effective  date  of  their  retirement,  if 
such  improved  benefits  were  not  granted  to  the  members 
of  Tier  1  who  transferred  to  Tier  2  in  1981.  Tier  2 
members  who  retire  after  November  2,  1999  (i.e.  members 
who  are  now  active)  would  receive  all  of  the  improved  Tier 
2  benefits. 

Effect  on  the  Cost 

Of  Government:  According  to  Mr.  Murphy,  of  the  applicable  254  Police 

Department  and  Fire  Department  employees, 
approximately  211  current  and  retired  employees  are 
eligible  to  repay  the  City-funded  portion  of  lump-sum 
cash  payment  which  they  received  from  the  City  for 
transferring  from  Tier  1  to  Tier  2.  The  remaining  43 
emplo.vees  either  resigned  from  City  service  or  are  no 
longer  Hving.  Mr.  Murphy  estimates  that  114  of  the 
eligible  211  employees  will  actually  repaj-  this  cash 
payment  and  receive  the  improved  Tier  2  benefits. 
Therefore,  according  to  Mr.  Murphy,  the  City  would 
collect  approximately  $3.4  milhon  from  such  employees 
who  in  effect  buy  back  the  improved  Tier  2  benefits. 
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As  shown  m  Attachment  II,  provided  by  Mr.  Murphy,  the 
increased  cost  to  the  City  of  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  would  be  approximately  $400,000  annually 
or  a  total  cost  of  $8  million  for  the  next  20  years,  if  the 
eligible  211  employees  bought  back  the  improved  Tier  2 
retirement  benefits. 

However,  Mr.  Murphy  advises  that  because  the 
Retirement  Fund  of  the  ERS  is  currently  over-funded,  it  is 
expected  that,  if  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  were 
to  be  approved,  it  would  have  no  fiscal  impact  to  the  City. 
In  Attachment  II,  Mr.  Murphy  states  that  "It  is  very 
likely,  therefore,  that  City  contributions  would  not  need 
to  be  increased  if  the  proposal  were  approved." 

The  Controller's  Office  concurs  with  this  cost  analysis  by 
the  ERS. 


Recommendation:

For  all  City  employees  at  Tier  2: 

Reciprocal  Pension  Benefits:  Members  combine  retirement  benefits  when  transfemng 
between  the  City's  two  retirement  plans  (Miscellaneous  and  Safety)  and  between  such 
plans  and  other  Caiifomia  public  retirement  plans.  New  benefit  payments  are  based  on 
the  higher  salary  earned  in  either  of  the  plans. 

Domestic  Partner  Benefits:  Members  authonze  their  domestic  partners  to  receive  monthly 
retirement  allowances  equal  to  what  would  otherwise  be  payable  to  surviving  spouses, 
until  such  domestic  partners  die,  marry  or  establish  a  new  domestic  partnership. 

Supplemental  Cost  of  Living  Benefits:  Members  receive  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefit 
adjustments  to  their  retirement  allowances  in  addition  to  pre-scheduled  cost  of  living 
adjustments  as  set  forth  in  the  City's  Charter.  These  supplemental  cost  of  living  benefit 
adjustments  are  funded  from  earnings  of  the  City's  Retirement  Fund  in  the  previous-fiscal 
year  which  are  in  excess  of  the  expected  eamings  on  the  actuarial  value  of  the  assets. 
The  expected  eamings  are  the  eamings  projected  by  the  actuanal  assumption  for  retum  of 
assets  that  was  in  place  for  that  fiscal  year. 

For  Police  Department  and  Fire  Department  employees  at  Tier  2  only: 

Service  Retirements:  Members  with  25  years  or  more  of  service  who  have  attained  the  age 
of  50  and  have  25  years  or  more  of  credited  service  receive  the  larger  of  (a)  2  percent  of 
final  compensation  for  each  of  the  25  years  of  service,  then  3  percent  of  final 
compensation  for  each  year  of  service  rendered  in  excess  of  25  years;  or  (b)  the  percent  of 
final  compensation  set  forth  opposite  his  or  her  age  at  retirement,  computed  in  accordance 
with  the  schedule  below:

The  main  cost  of  the  proposal  comes  from  use  of  the  2%  @  50  formula 
when  calculating  retirement  benefits  instead  of  the  old  Tier  2  formula.  On  a 
present  value  lump  siun  basis,  this  cost  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $6.0 
million  as  of  12/31/99. 

This  amount  would  be  collected  through  a  schedule  of  payments  over  the 
next  twenty  years,  beginning  at  approximately  $400,000  per  year  and 
increasing  with  salaries. 

That  increased  cost  will  be  oSset  by  use  of  the  Retirement  System's  surplus, 
which  is  currently  at  approximately  $  1 .6  billion.  It  is  very  likely,  therefore, 
that  City  contributions  would  not  need  to  be  increased  if  the  proposal  were 
approved.

I  feel  thill  I  can  spe.ik  intelligently  on  the  living  wage  issue.   My  job  here  at 

(ioodwill  is,  ironically,  getting  money  for  programs  that  help  people  find 

(•mploynicnt  and  advance  up  career  ladders.   I  sometimes  feel  that  I  am  fighting  a 

losing  Iwulc-  -even  if  I  get  people  jobs  in  SF,  they  will  probably  have  to  live  in 

Oakland.

APPOINTING  GOVERNING  BODY  MEiVIBERS  OF  THE  SAN  FR.ANCISCO 
HEALTH  AUTHORITY 


WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  estabhshed  the  San  Francisco  Health 
Authority  as  a  separate  legal  entity  for  the  purpose  of  providing  health  care  services  to 
Medi-Cal  beneficiaries  under  a  contract  with  the  State  Department  of  Health  Services 
(San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Sections  69.

WHEREAS,  The  authority  to  create  the  San  Francisco  Health  Authority  is  set 
forth  in  State  law  (Welfare  and  Institutions  Code  Section  14087.36);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  made  the  initial  appointments  of  the 
members  of  the  governing  body  in  1995  (Resolution  No.  1 13-95);  and

ESTABLISHING  A  THIRD  ASSESSMENT  APPEALS  BOARD 

AMENDING  CHAPTER  2B  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  ADMINISTRATIVE 
CODE  BY  AMENDING  SECTIONS  2B.1  THROUGH  2B.7  AND  2B.1 3  THEREOF 
TO  CREATE  A  THIRD  ASSESSMENT  APPEALS  BOARD  AND  TO  MAKE 
NONSUBSTANTIVE  CLARIFYING  REVISIONS. 

This  legislation  makes  the  following  substantive  amendments  to  the 
Administrative  Code  provisions  regulating  the  Assessment  Appeals  Boards: 

1 .  Under  current  law,  two  Assessment  Appeals  Boards,  each 
comprised  of  five  regular  and  three  alternate  members,  hear  all  applications  for 
reduction  of  property  taxes.  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2  can  hear  only 
those  applications  involving  properties  assessed  at  under  $20  million  that  are  not 
located  in  the  downtown  area  and  that  do  not  involve  possessory  interests. 
Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1  has  unlimited  jurisdiction.  The  current  law 
does  not  permit  the  Clerk  to  empanel  a  third  Board  to  hear  any  backlogged  cases 
that  need  to  be  scheduled  before  the  Assessment  Appeals  Boards. 

2.  The  legislation  creates  a  third  Assessment  Appeals  Board 
(designated  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3)  that,  like  Assessment  Appeals 
Board  No.  1,  has  unlimited  jurisdiction  over  assessment  appeals. 

3.  The  legislation  provides  that  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3 
shall  consist  of  five  regular  members.  The  legislation  further  provides  that  the 
five  regular  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1  shall  serve  ex  officio 
as  the  regular  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3  concurrent  with 
their  service  on  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1 .  Additionally,  the  legislation 
provides  that  the  alternate  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1  and 
regular  and  alternate  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2  may 
substitute  as  altemates  for  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3,  under  the  same 
conditions  that  those  members  may  substitute  as  altemates  for  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  No.  1 . 

4.  Finally,  the  legislation  clarifies  that  no  individual  may  hold  a  seat  on 
both  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1  and  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2.

This  legislation  differs  from  the  previously  introduced  legislation  in  the 
following  respects: 

1.        Jurisdiction  and  Eligibility 

Under  the  prior  legislation.  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3  would  have 
limited  jurisdiction.  Under  that  legislation.  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3 
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could  hear  only  extremely  complex  and  lengthy  assessment  appeals.  The  prior 
legislation  also  imposed  more  rigid  eligibility  requirements  on  appointees  to 
Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3  than  are  imposed  on  other  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  members. 

The  substitute  legislation  gives  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3 
unlimited  jurisdiction  like  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1 .  For  that  reason,  the 
legislation  imposes  the  same  eligibility  requirements  on  members  of  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  No.  3  that  are  imposed  on  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1 
members. 

2.        Number  of  Board  Members  and  Appointments 

The  prior  legislation  would  require  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  appoint 
three  regular  and  three  alternate  members  to  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3. 

This  legislation  provides  instead  that  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3 
shall  consist  of  five  regular  members  and  no  alternate  members.  As  explained 
above,  the  legislation  provides  that  the  five  regular  members  of  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  No.  1  serve  ex  officio  as  the  five  regular  members  of  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  No.  3.  The  legislation  further  provides  that  the  other  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  members  may  substitute  as  alternates  for  Assessment  Appeals 
Board  No.  3  members  under  the  same  conditions  that  those  members  may 
substitute  as  alternates  for  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1 .

Assessment  Appeals  Board 

Ordinance  amending  Chapter  2B  of  the  Administrative 
Code  by  (1)  amending  Sections  2B.1  through  2B.7  and 
2B.13  to  create  a  third  Assessment  Appeals  Board  and 
making  non-substantive  clarifying  revisions  to  Sections 
2B.1  through  2B.7  and  2B.13. 

The  Assessment  Appeals  Board  hears  appeals  from 
property  owners  who  dispute  assessments  of  property 
value  determined  by  the  Assessor's  Office,  and  the 
resulting  tax  liability.  Currently,  there  are  two 
Assessment  Appeals  Boards  of  five  regular  members  and 
three  alternate  members  each^.  Members  are  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from  applicants  involved  in 
related  fields  and  axe  compensated  by  the  City  for  their 
service  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  half  day  ($200  per  day). 


'  -According  to  Ms.  Dawn  Duran  of  the  .Assessment  .Appeals  Board,  a  regular  member  may  vote  at  joint  meetings  of 
the  Assessment  .Appeals  Board  (whose  purpose  is  to  propose  rules  and  regulations  to  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  to 
govern  the  operation  of  the  .Assessment  .Appeals  Board),  whereas  an  alternate  member  cannot  \'ote  at  such  meetings. 
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Ms.  Dawn  Duran,  Assessment  Appeals  Board 
Administrator,  states  that  presently  Assessment  Appeals 
Board  No.  1  (Board  No.  1)  has  unlimited  jurisdiction  to 
hear  any  type  of  appeal  filed  by  a  taxpayer,  but 
Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2  (Board  No.  2)  can  hear 
only  appeals  involving  properties  that  are  assessed  at 
under  $20  million,  that  are  not  located  in  a  downtown 
area  of  the  City,  and  that  do  not  include  possessory 
interests. 

According  to  Ms.  Duran,  Board  No.  1  is  currently 
spending  full  time  on  hearing  a  lengthy  and  complex 
appeal,  filed  by  Viacom  Cablevision.  Ms.  Duran  also 
states  that  Board  No.  1  does  not  at  this  time  have 
sufficient  time  to  hear  other  appeals.  Ms.  Duran  notes 
that  the  Viacom  case  began  on  September  9,  1997  and 
estimates  that  it  may  not  be  completed  until  January  of 
2001. 

According  to  Ms.  Duran,  currently  there  is  a  backlog  of 
298  other  appeal  cases  currently  pending  assignment  to 
Board  No.  1,  including  a  lengthy  appeal  filed  by  One 
Market  Plaza,  which  the  parties  involved  estimate  will 
take  approximately  300  hours  to  present.  According  to 
Ms.  Duran,  the  Department  is  proposing  to  create  a  third 
Assessment  Appeals  Board  that  has  unlimited 
jurisdiction  to  hear  any  type  of  appeal  filed  by  a  taxpayer 
in  order  to  address  the  subject  backlog  of  cases.  Ms. 
Duran  advises  that  State  law  provides  that  taxpayer's 
opinion  of  the  property  value  will  prevail  if  an  appeal  is 
not  decided  within  two  years  of  its  fifing,  possibly 
resulting  in  a  significant  decrease  in  Property  Tax 
revenues  to  the  City.  Therefore,  it  is  important  that  the 
backlog  of  cases  be  addressed. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  authorize  the  following 
actions: 

1.  Amend  Sections  2B.1  through  2B.7  and  2B.13  of  the 
Administrative  Code  to  create  a  third  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  to  hear  any  type  of  appeal  filed  by  a 
taxpayer,  which  may  now  be  heard  only  by  Board 
No.l. 
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2.  Make  non-substantive  clariMng  revisions  to  Sections 
2B.1  through  2B.7  and  2B.13  of  the  Administrative 
Code. 

The  five  regular  members  of  Board  No.  1  (who  have 
alreadj'  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors) 
would  also  serve  as  the  five  regular  members  of  Board  No. 
3  concurrent  with  their  three-3"ear  term  of  service  on 
Board  No.  1.  Board  No.  3  would  not  consist  of  any 
alternate  members. 

According  to  Ms.  Duran  although  Board  No.  1  consists  of 
five  regular  members  and  three  alternate  members  (for  a 
total  of  eight  members),  at  any  given  time,  only  three  of 
the  eight  members  of  Board  No.  1  may  be  designated  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  her  designee,  to 
hear  appeals  on  Board  No.  1.  Under  the  proposed 
ordinance,  the  remaining  five  regular  and/or  alternate 
members  of  Board  No.  1  who  are  not  working  on  the 
Viacom  Cable  Vision  appeal,  are  available  to  be 
designated  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or 
her  designee,  to  hear  appeals  on  Board  No.  3.  In  addition, 
according  to  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  or  her  designee,  may  designate 
three  members  to  Board  No.  3  from  among  the  regular 
and/or  alternate  members  of  Board  No.  2  that  are  not 
hearing  appeals  at  the  time. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  her  designee, 
would  serve  as  the  Clerk  and  Administrator  of  Board  No. 
3  as  she  currently  serves  for  Boards  No.  1  and  No.  2.  The 
Clerk  would  perform  the  same  duties  for  Board  No.  3  as 
she  currently  performs  for  Boards  No.  1  and  No.  2. 

The  proposed  ordinance  adds  a  provision  that  states  that 
no  person  may  hold  a  seat  on  Board  No.  1  and  a  seat  on 
Board  No.  2  simultaneously. 

Comments:  1.   According  to  Ms.  Duran,  there  would  be  no  additional 

costs  incurred  for  the  members"  compensation  for  Board 
No.  3.    because  all  pending  assessment  appeal  cases  will 
be  heard  in  any  event.  However,  some  of  the  budgeted 
expenditures  which  had  been  expected  to  be  incurred  in 
the   second  half  of  the   Fiscal  Year   would   be   incurred 
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earlier.   The   FY   1999-2000  budget   for  board   memb 
compensation  would  remain  the  same.

2.  Ms.  Duran  also  notes  that  there  may  be  additional  costs 
incurred  relating  to  the  scheduling  of  a  hearing  room  for 
Board  No.  3  if  a  hearing  room  is  not  available  in  existing 
City  facilities  and  a  short  term  rental  of  a  hearing  room  is 
required.  However,  at  this  time,  no  such  costs  have  been 
identified.

Section  1 .  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending  Section 
13.101,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  13.101.  TERMS  OF  ELECTIVE  OFFICE. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  or  election  to  fill  a  vacancy,  the  term  of 
office  of  each  elected  officer  shall  commence  at  12:00  noon  on  the  eighth  day  of 
January  following  the  date  of  the  election. 
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Subject  to  tho  applicablo  provisions  for  municipal  runoff  olections,  tho  The 
elected  officers  of  the  City  and  County  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 

At  the  general  municipal  election  in  1995  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  a 
Mayor,  a  Sheriff  and  a  District  Attorney  shall  be  elected. 

At  the  statewide  general  election  in  1996  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  four 
members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  four  members  of  the  Governing  Board  of  the 
Community  College  District  shall  be  elected. 

At  the  general  municipal  election  in  1997  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  a  City 
Attorney  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected. 

At  the  statewide  primary  election  in  1^98  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  an 
Assessor-Recorder  and  Public  Defender  shall  be  elected. 

At  the  statewide  general  election  in  1998  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  three  members  of  the  Governing  Board  of  the 
Community  College  District  shall  be  elected.

SEC.  13.102.  MUNICIPAL  RUNOFF  ELECTIONS. 

If  no  candidate  for  any  electivo  office  of  the  City  and  County,  except  the  Board  of 
Education  and  tho  Governing  Board  of  the  Community  College  District,  receives  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  an  election  for  such  office,  the  two  candidates  receiving  the 
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most  votes  shall  qualify  to  have  their  names  placed  on  the  ballot  for  a  municipal  runoff 
election.  If  no  candidato  for  the  Board  of  Supep.^isor6  receives  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  within  the  district,  tho  two  candidates  from  the  district  receiving  the  most  votes  shall 
qualify  to  have  their  names  placed  on  the  ballot  for  a  district  runoff  election.  A  runoff 
election  for  the  office  of  Mayor,  Sheriff.  District  Attorney,  City  Attorney  and  Treasurer,  or 
a  district  runoff  election  for  Supervisor,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  tho  next 
ensuing  December.  A  runoff  election  for  Assessor  Recorder  and  Public  Defender  shall 
be  held  at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  i3  hereby  amended,  by  adding  a  new 
Section  13.102,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  13.102.  RANKED-CHOICE  BALLOTS. 

(a)  The  Mayor.  Sheriff.  District  Attorney,  City  Attorney,  Treasurer,  Assessor- 
Recorder,  Public  Defender,  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  elected 
using  a  ranked-choice.  or  "instant  run-off,"  ballot.  The  ballot  shall  allow  voters  to 
indicate  their  first,  second,  and  third  choices  among  the  candidates  for  each  office.  In 
the  case  of  supervisorial  elections,  the  ballot  shall  allow  voters  in  each  district  to 
indicate  their  first,  second,  and  third  choices  among  the  candidates  for  supervisor  in  that 
district.  The  voter  may  include  no  more  than  one  write-in  candidate  among  his  or  her 
three  ranked  choices  for  each  race. 

(b)  If  a  candidate  receives  a  majority  of  the  first  choices,  then  the  candidate  shall 
be  declared  elected.  If  no  candidate  receives  such  a  majority,  then  the  candidate  who 
received  the  fewest  first  choices  shall  be  eliminated  and  each  vote  cast  for  that 
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candidate  shall  be  transferred  to  the  next-ranked  candidate  on  that  voter's  ballot.  If, 
after  this  transfer  of  votes,  any  candidate  now  has  a  majority  of  the  votes  from  the 
continuing  ballots,  then  that  candidate  shall  be  declared  elected. 

(c)  If  no  one  has  been  elected  after  a  candidate  has  been  eliminated  and  his  or 
her  votes  have  been  transferred  to  the  next-ranked  candidate,  then  the  continuing 
candidate  with  the  fewest  votes  from  the  continuing  ballots  shall  be  eliminated.  All 
votes  cast  for  that  candidate  shall  be  transferred  to  the  next-ranked  continuing 
candidate  on  each  voter's  ballot.  This  process  of  eliminating  candidates  and 
transferring  their  votes  to  the  next-ranked  continuing  candidates  shall  be  repeated  until 
a  candidate  receives  a  majority  of  the  votes  Vom  the  continuing  ballots. 

(d)  If  the  total  number  of  votes  of  the  two  or  more  candidates  credited  with  the 
lowest  number  of  votes  is  less  than  the  number  of  votes  credited  to  the  candidate  with 
the  next  highest  number  of  votes,  those  candidates  with  the  lowest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  eliminated  simultaneously  and  their  votes  transferred  to  the  next-ranked 
continuing  candidate  on  each  ballot  in  a  single  counting  operation. 

(e)  A  ballot  shall  be  deemed  "continuing"  if  it  is  not  exhausted.  A  candidate  shall 
be  deemed  "continuing"  if  the  candidate  has  not  been  eliminated.  A  ballot  shall  be 
deemed  "exhausted."  and  not  counted  in  further  stages  of  the  tabulation,  if  all  three 
choices  have  been  reached  or  there  are  no  more  choices  indicated  on  the  ballot.  If  a 
ranked-choice  ballot  gives  egual  rank  to  two  or  more  candidates,  the  ballot  shall  be 
declared  exhausted  when  such  multiple  rankings  are  reached.  If  a  voter  casts  a 
ranked-choice  ballot  but  skips  a  rank,  the  voter's  vote  shall  be  transferred  to  that  voter's 
next  ranked  choice.

PROPOSITION 


Describing  and  setting  forth  a  proposal  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  City  and  Count\  of 
San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  said  City  and  Count>'  by  amending  Appendix  A8.425  and 
A8.502  and  deleting  Appendix  A8.501  thereof,  relating  to  medical  and  retirement  benefits  for  members 
of  the  board  of  supervisors. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby  submits  to  the 
qualified  electors  of  said  cit\-  and  county  at  an  election  to  be  held  therein  on  March  7.  2000  a  proposal 
to  amend  the  Charter  of  said  city  and  county  by  amending  Appendix  A8.425  and  A8.502  and  deletinu 
Ap.iendix  A8.501  thereof  to  read  as  follov.s 

NOTE:  Deletions  are  indicated  by  strikethrough. 

Additions  are  indicated  by  underline. 


A8.425  PERSONS  COVERED 

Each  plan  may  make  provision  for  the  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the  system  by  the 
dependents  of  members,  retired  city  and  county  employees,  temporary  city  and  county  employees, 
such  other  dependents  of  deceased  and  retired  city  and  county  employees  as  the  board  of  supervisors 
may  authorize  by  ordinance,  teachers  and  other  employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  retired  under  the  San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  and 
resigned  employees  of  the  cit\-  and  county  and  resigned  teachers  and  employees  of  the  school  district 
whose  resignations  occur  after  June  15.  1955.  and  within  30  days  immediately  prior  to  the  date  on 
which,  but  for  their  resignations,  they  would  have  become  retired  members  of  the  said  retirement 
system,  on  whose  relinquishment  of  retirement  allowances  as  permitted  by  the  charter  occurs  after 
such  date  and  resigned  employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  not  otherwise 
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included.  A  resigned  employee  or  teacher  is  one  whose  employment  has  terminated  other  than  by 
retirement,  discharge  or  death  or  who  has  relinquished  retirement  allowances.  The  purpose  of 
empowering  the  health  service  board  to  make  provision  for  the  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the 
system  to  the  aforementioned  resigned  teachers  and  employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  is  to  enable  them,  subject  to  the  health  service  board's  exercise  of  its  power,  to  participate  in 
the  benefits  of  the  system  after  transferring  to  the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System  from  the 
San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System.  The  purpose  of  empowering  the 
health  service  board  to  make  provision  for  participation  in  the  benefits  of  the  system  by  the 
aforementioned  resigned  employees  of  the  city  and  county  and  other  resigned  employees  of 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  is  to  permit  the  health  service  board  to  have  power  to  treat 
them  the  same  as  it  treats  resigned  teachers  and  .  nployees  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District. 

As  used  in  this  section,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  terms  "city  and  county 
employees"  and  "employees  of  the  city  and  county"  shall  include  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Parking  Authority  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

In  addition  to  "the  average  contributions"  in  Subsection  (b)  of  Section  A8.428.  the  board  of 
supervisors  may  provide  by  ordinance  for  additional  funds  from  the  city  and  county  to  pay  the  fiill 
cost  of  any  plan  for  medical  benefits  adopted  under  Sections  A8.422  or  A8.423  for  current  members 


of  the  board  of  supervisors.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  also  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 


continuation  in  any  plan  by  former  supervisors  who  agree  to  and  do  pay  the  full  cost  of  such  benefit. 


A8.501  RETIREMENT  OF  ELECTIVE  OFFICERS 


Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  8.500  of  this  charter,  elective  officers,  except 


members  of  the  board  of  supervisoro  and  of  boards  and  commissions,  shall  be  members  of  the 


San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the 
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conditions  applying  to  other  members  thereof,  except  members  of  the  fire  and  police  departments, 
and  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  In  the  determination  of  contributions  and  benefits  of  any 
officer  becoming  a  member  of  the  retirement  system  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  hereof,  that  part  of 
the  salary  of  such  officer  which  exceeds  $1 .000  per  month  shall  be  excluded.  Elective  officers  in 
office  on  January  7.  IQ-I?,  and  otherwise  eligible  to  the  provisions  hereof  shall  have  the  option  to 
become  members  of  said  retirement  system  to  be  exercised  in  writing  on  a  form  fiimished  by  the 


retirement  system  and  to  be  filed  at  the  office  of  such  system  not  later  than  90  days  after  Januarv  7. 
-W47. 

Each  such  present  and  future  elective  officer  may  retire  at  his  option  but  only  after  having 

attained  the  age  of  70  years  and  only  after  having  occupied  such  an  elective  office  or  having  been 
otherwise  employed  in  a  position  subject  to  mer:^  H?fship  in  the  retirement  system  for  at  least  20  year;; 


immediately  preceding  retirement,  and  may  retire  by  filing  written  application  therefor  with  the 
retirement  board,  and  the  mayor  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  qualified  person  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
office  remaining  at  the  time  of  any  such  retirement.  Such  elective  officer  shall  thereafter  receive  a 
retirement  allowance  equal  to  one  half  of  the  compensation  received  by  him  at  the  time  of 
retirement,  provided  that  such  allowance  shall  not  exceed  $500  per  month.  Contributions  required  to 
provide  the  portion  of  the  benefits  under  this  section  not  provided  by  the  member's  contribution  shall 
be  paid  to  the  retirement  system  by  the  city  and  county. 


A8.502  RETIREMENT  OF  ELECTIVE  OFFICERS 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Secfion  8.501  of  this  charter,  eElective  officers,  except 
members  of  boards  and  commissions  including  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  office  on  and 
after  July  1 .  2000.  but  excepting  members  of  all  other  boards  and  commissions  and  any  elective 
officers  who  are  members  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  Svstem.  shall  be  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  City  and  County  Employees'  Retirement  System  under  the  miscellaneous  plan  in 
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effect  on  the  date  such  officer  assumes  office  Section  8.509  inr.tead  of  Section  S.Sni ;  nnH 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (b)  of  Section  8.509,  elective  officers  who  arc 
mombers  of  the  retirement  system  under  Section  8.509  shall  bo  retired  on  the  day  following  the  end 
of  the  term  of  office  in  which  the  age  of  70  years  is  attained.  Contributions,  with  credited  interest,- 
standing  to  the  credit  of  such  individual  officers  shall  be  adjusted  as  of  Januar>^  9,  1953,  to  the 
amount  which  they  would  have  been  if  the  contributions  had  been  made  in  accordance  with  Section 
8.507  prior  to  July  1,  19'17,  and  Section  8.509  after  June  30,  19'17.  Time  during  which  said  members 
have  rendered  service  as  elective  officers  shall  be  included  under  Subsection  (g)  of  Section  A8.509. 
Section  A8. 584-7  or  the  miscellaneous  plan  in  effect  on  the  date  such  officer  assumes  office,  in 
addition  to  other  time  now  so  included.  Contributions  required  to  provide  benefits  based  on  service 
rendered  as  an  elective  officer  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  membership  in  the  retirement  system. 
shall  be  paid  to  the  retirement  system  in  a  the  manner  consistent  with  contributions  required  of         j 
miscellaneous  members  for  temporary  service  as  provided  in  this  charter  and  the  administrative  code 
provided  in  Section  8.509  for  contributions  for  ser>'ice  rendered  prior  to  the  date  upon  which  the 
member's  rate  of  contribution  is  based.  Elective  officers  in  office  on  January  9,  1953,  who  are 
members  of  the  retirement  system  under  Section  8.501  at  such  time,  shall  have  the  option  to  continue 
as  members  of  the  retirement  system  under  Section  8.501,  instead  of  this  section,  to  be  exercised  in 
writing  on  a  form  furnished  by  the  retirement  system  and  to  be  filed  at  the  office  of  said  system  not 
later  than  90  days  after  January  9,  1953.

SUMMARY  OF  PROVISIONS: 

THE  WAV  IT  IS  NOW:  Members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  do  not  receive  retirement 
benefits.  Members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  must  pay  for  a  portion  of  their  medical 
benefits. 

THE  PROPOSAL:  The  proposed  Charter  amendment  that  would  make  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  eligible  to  receive  retirement  benefits  from  the  City's  retirement 
system.  In  addition,  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  would  allow  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  receive  medical  benefits  paid  for  entirely  by  the  City.  Finally, 
this  proposal  would  repeal  redundant  and  obsolete  provisions  of  the  Charter.

This  proposed  Charter  Amendment  will  provide  health  and  retirement  benefits  for 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  This  analysis  will  address  only  the  cost  and  effect 
of  the  retirement  coverage  component.  The  Retirement  Charter  provisions  addressed  in 
the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  are  A8.501  and  A8.502,  Section  A8.501  is  deleted, 
removing  restrictions  prohibiting  Board  of  Supervisors  membership  in  SFERS  and  other  no 
longer  relevant  provisions. 

The  amendments  to  Section  AS. 502  Retirement  of  Election  Officers  provides  for 
coverage  in  the  Miscellaneous  plan  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  all  other  elected 
officers  except  members  of  other  Boards  and  Commissions  and  the  Sheriff  who  is  covered 
by  PERS.  Further,  this  section  allows  elective  officers  including  Board  of  Supervisor 
members  serving  on  or  after  July  1,  2000,  the  opportunity  to  purchase  service  credit  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  "miscellaneous"  members. 

The  cost  of  extending  membership  in  SFERS  to  eleven  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  minor.  The  normal  cost  of  such  membership  is  approximately  1 1.35%  of 
$46,923.62  per  year.  However,  due  to  SFERS  plan  excess  funding  status,  the  City  and 
County  pays  no  employer  contributions.  The  City,  by  collective  bargaining  agreement 
pays  100%  of  the  members  contributions  to  the  plan.  The  cost  of  employer  paid  employee 
contributions  for  the  eleven  members  at  annual  salary  earnings  of  $413,424.00  is 
$31,006.80.

ITEM  NO     3_ 


Describing  and  setting  forth  a  proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  said  City  and  County  by 
repealing  in  its  entirety  Section  16.107,  which  creates  a  Park  and  Open  Space 
Fund,  and  by  adopting,  in  its  place,  a  new  Section  16.107,  which  creates  a  Park, 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund,  authorizes  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  for 
acquisition  and/or  improvement  of  real  properties,  and  provides  a  framework  for 
future  improvements  in  the  operations  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department. 

Section  1.    Purpose 

Parks  and  recreation  are  vital  services,  providing  economic,  social  and 
environmental  benefits  to  San  Francisco.  The  Park  and  Open  Space  Fund,  first 
enacted  in  1974,  set  aside  a  portion  of  the  City's  property  tax  revenue  to  enhance 
the  ability  of  the  City  to  purchase  open  space,  acquire  property  for  recreation 
facilities,  and  develop  and  maintain  those  facilities.  The  original  Fund  was 
expanded  to  include  children's  services  and  was  extended  for  15  years  in  1989. 
At  this  date,  the  other  needs  of  the  recreation  and  park  system  have  also 
become  pressing.  San  Francisco's  neighborhood  park  system  is  characterized 
by  heavy  use,  by  years  of  deferred  maintenance,  and  by  limited  capital 
investment  in  neighborhood  parks  and  recreational  facilities.  This  proposal 
lengthens  the  period  of  the  set  aside,  which  currently  expires  at  the  end  of  fiscal 
year  2004-05,  from  1 5  to  30  years  and  continues  the  same  rate  of  two  and  one- 
half  cents  ($0,025)  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  assessed  valuation.  It 
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also  permits  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  revenue 
bonds  for  capital  improvements  and  allows  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
to  manage  all  aspects  of  those  improvements.  By  removing  pre-determined 
percentages  for  the  Fund's  allocation,  this  proposal  allows  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  to  leverage  on-going  revenues  to  address  the  system's  needs 
through  a  comprehensive,  strategic  program  of  capital  and  operational 
improvements. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by  repealing 

current  Section  16.107  in  its  entirety. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a 

new  Section  16.107  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  16.107  PARK,  RECREATION  AND  OPEN  SPACE  FUND. 

(a)  Establishment  of  Fund.  There  is  hereby  established  the  Park, 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund  ("Fund")  to  be  administered  by  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  ( "Department")  as  directed  by  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  ("Commission").  Monies  therein  shall  be  expended  or  used  solely 
by  the  Department,  subject  to  the  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter, 
to  provide  enhanced  park  and  recreational  services  and  facilities. 

(b)  Annual  Set-aside.  The  City  will  continue  to  set  aside  from  the  annual 
tax  levy,  for  a  period  of  thirty  years  starting  with  the  fiscal  year  2000-2001 ,  an 
amount  equivalent  to  an  annual  tax  of  two  and  one-half  cents  ($0,025)  for  each 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  assessed  valuation.  Revenues  obtained  thereby 
shall  be  In  addition  to,  and  not  in  place  of,  any  sums  normally  budgeted  for  the 
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Department  and,  together  with  interest,  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Park, 

Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund. 

The  Controller  shall  set  aside  and  maintain  such  an  amount,  together  with 

any  interest  earned  thereon,  in  the  Fund,  and  any  amount  unspent  or 

uncommitted  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  be  carried  forward  to  the  next 
fiscal  year  and,  subject  to  the  budgetary  and  fiscal  limitations  of  this  Charter, 
shall  be  appropriated  then  or  thereafter  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Section, 
(c)  Enhanced  Revenue  and  Efficiency  Incentives  for  the  Department.   It  is 
the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  give  the  Department 
greater  incentives  to  improve  operational  efficiencies  and  to  increase  revenue. 
Increases  in  revenues  and  savings  shall  be  dedicated  as  follows: 

1.  Actual  net  increases  in  Department-generated  revenues, 
compared  to  the  previous  fiscal  year,  shall  be  dedicated  to  capital  and/or 
facility  maintenance  improvements  to  park  and  recreational  facilities; 

2.  New  revenues  from  outside  sources,  such  as  grant  or 
foundation  support,  shall  be  used  only  for  enhancement  of  park  and 
recreational  programs,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  capital  and/or  facility 
maintenance  improvements;  and 

3.  Overall  Department  expenditure  savings  shall  be  retained  by  the 
Department  to  be  dedicated  to  one-time  expenditures. 

The  City  shall  implement  its  efforts  to  increase  revenues  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  City's  policy  of  charging  City  residents  a  lower  fee  than  that 
charged  nonresidents  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  Department  property. 
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(d)  Revenue  Bond  Authority.  Notwithstanding  the  limitations  set  forth  in 
Sections  9.107,  9.108,  and  9.109  of  this  Charter,  the  Connmission  may  request, 
and  upon  recommendation  of  the  Mayor  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  authorize, 
the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  or  the 
incurrence  of  other  obligations,  secured  by  the  Park,  Recreation  and  Open 
Space  Fund  for  acquisition,  construction,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation  and/or 
improvement  of  real  property  and/or  facilities  and  for  the  purchase  of  equipment. 

(e)  Fund  Expenditures  on  Commission  Property.  Any  real  property 
acquired  with  monies  from  the  Fund,  including  the  proceeds  of  obligations  issued 
pursuant  to  subsection  (d),  above,  shall  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission  within  the  meaning  of  Section  4.1 13.  Fund  expenditures  to  improve, 
construct,  reconstruct  or  rehabilitate  real  property  shall  be  limited  to  property 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  or  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
another  City  department  or  public  agency  and  subject  to  an  agreement  with  the 
Department  for  its  use,  management  and  maintenance. 

(f)  Use  and  Allocation  of  the  Fund.  Each  year,  the  Commission  shall 
adopt  a  budget  for  the  allocation  and  expenditure  of  the  Fund  in  compliance  with 
the  budget  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter,  which  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
Commission  only  after  a  written  determination  by  the  Planning  Department  of 
conformity  with  the  City's  General  Plan. 

The  annual  budget  for  allocation  of  the  Fund  that  is  adopted  by  the 
Commission  and  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
include: 
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1 .  Allocations  for  after-school  recreation  programs,  urban  forestry, 
community  gardens,  volunteer  programs,  and  a  significant  natural  areas 
management  program  in  the  amounts  allocated  for  each  of  those 
programs  from  the  Park  and  Open  Space  Fund  in  the  Department's  fiscal 
year  1999-2000  budget,  to  the  extent  that  such  programs  are  not  so 
funded  in  the  Department's  operating  budget  or  in  the  budget  of  another 
City  department. 

2.  An  allocation  necessary  to  ensure  that  3%  of  the  monies  to  be 
deposited  in  the  Fund  during  the  upcoming  fiscal  year  pursuant  to 
subsection  (b),  above,  be  available  at  the  start  of  the  fiscal  year  as  an 
undesignated  contingency  reserve. 

3.  An  allocation  of  not  less  than  5%  of  the  monies  to  be  deposited 
in  the  Fund  during  the  upcoming  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  subsection  (b), 
above.  These  monies  shall  be  dedicated  to  the  acquisition  of  real  property 
identified  in  the  Capital  Plan  discussed  in  subsection  (g),  below.  Any 
portion  of  these  monies  that  remains  unspent  or  uncommitted  at  the  end 
of  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  carried  forward,  with  interest  thereon,  to  the  next 
fiscal  year  for  the  purposes  set  forth  herein.  The  5%  allocation  need  not 
be  included  in  the  budget  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  an 
upcoming  fiscal  year  to  the  extent  that  the  total  City  expenditure  for 
acquisition  of  property  to  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission  for  the  period  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2000-01  and 
ending  with  the  close  of  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year  exceeds  an

amount  equal  to  5%  of  the  total  amount  appropriated,  or  to  be 
appropriated,  to  the  Fund  for  the  period  commencing  with  fiscal  year 
2000-01  and  ending  with  the  close  of  the  upcoming  fiscal  year. 
Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  annual  budget  by  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission,  the  Department,  in  conjunction  with  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  discussed  in  subsection  (h),  below,  shall  conduct  two  public  hearings 
in  the  evenings  or  on  weekends  to  permit  the  public  to  comment  on  the 
Department's  full  budget  and  programming  allocations. 

(g)  Planning  and  Reporting  Measures.  The  Commission  shall  adopt 
several  long-term  plans  that  include,  but  jre  not  limited  to,  the  following: 

1.  Strategic  Plan.   By  December  1,  2000,  the  Department  shall 
prepare,  for  Commission  consideration  and  approval,  a  five-year  Strategic 
Plan,  to  be  updated  annually,  that  establishes  or  reaffirms  the  mission, 
vision,  goals  and  objectives  for  the  Department.  This  Strategic  Plan  will 
be  used  to  guide  the  Department's  work  over  the  next  five  years. 

2.  Capital  Plan.  By  December  1 ,  2000,  the  Department  shall 
prepare,  for  Commission  consideration  and  approval,  a  five-year  Capital 
Plan,  to  be  updated  annually,  for  the  development,  renovation, 
replacement  and  maintenance  of  capital  assets,  and  the  acquisition  of  real 
property.  In  its  Capital  Plan  the  Department  shall  propose  specific 
properties  to  be  acquired  for  open  space,  recreation  facilities,  significant 
natural  areas,  and  other  recreational  purposes  and  shall  prioritize  capital 
and  maintenance  improvements  and  provide  budgets  associated  with 
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such  improvements.  Capital  and  acquisition  projects  will  be  designated  by 
the  Department  based  upon  needs  identified  by  the  Department  and  the 
community.  Capital  projects  will  include  the  planning,  design  and 
construction  of  projects  that  rehabilitate,  restore  or  replace  existing 
facilities  or  that  develop  new  facilities.  Acquisition  projects  will  include,  but 
will  not  be  limited  to,  purchase,  lease,  exchange,  eminent  domain,  license 
or  any  other  vehicle  giving  the  City  a  right,  whether  revocable  or  not,  to 
use  real  property,  or  any  interest  therein,  or  any  improvement  or 
development  rights  thereon,  for  recreational  purposes,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  protection  of  natural  resources,  development  of  community 
gardens  and  development  of  urban  trails,  provided  that,  notwithstanding 
anything  herein  to  the  contrary,  no  acquisition  of  less  than  fee  simple  title 
may  be  for  a  term  of  less  than  ten  years. 

3.  Operational  Plan.  By  December  1,  2001,  the  Department  shall 
prepare,  for  Commission  consideration  and  approval,  a  five-year 
Operational  Plan,  to  be  updated  annually,  detailing  proposed 
improvements  to  the  Department's  services  and  responsiveness  to 
customer  needs.  The  annual  Operational  Plan  will  serve  as  a  tool  for 
improving  the  operational  efficiency  of  the  Department  and  will  include 
measurable  performance  standards  for  the  Department.  The  Department 
shall  prepare  the  initial  Operational  Plan  after  conducting  a  performance 
audit  of  Departmental  operations.  Thereafter,  the  Department  will  conduct 
periodic  performance  audits. 
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The  Commission  shall  establish  a  community  input  process,  which  may 
include  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  discussed  in  section  (h),  below,  through 
which  citizens  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  provide  assistance  to 
the  Commission  as  it  develops  criteria  and  establishes  the  plans  required  by  this 
subsection.  Prior  to  the  adoption  of  each  five-year  plan,  the  Department  shall 
conduct  at  least  five  hearings  in  locations  distributed  geographically  throughout 
the  City  to  receive  and  to  consider  the  public's  comments  upon  the  plan.  The 
Commission  shall  ensure  that  at  least  two  of  these  hearings  are  held  in  the 
evenings  or  on  weekends  for  the  public's  convenience. 

The  Department  shall  report  annually,  as  a  part  of  the  City's  budget 
process,  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  the  status  of  the  plans 
and  on  the  status  of  Department  goals,  objectives  and  capital  project  timelines 
for  the  current  fiscal  year,  as  well  as  provide  reports  on  performance  measures 
required  by  this  Section. 

(h)  Citizens  Advisory  Committee.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
establish,  by  ordinance,  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee. 

(I)  Environmental  and  Design  Guidelines.  The  Commission  shall  adopt 
written  environmental  and  design  guidelines  for  new  facilities,  parks,  and  open 
spaces  and  the  renovation  or  rehabilitation  of  existing  facilities,  parks,  and  open 
spaces.  These  guidelines  shall  be  consistent  with  any  applicable  standards  of 
the  Art  and  Planning  Commissions. 

(j)  Capital  Projects.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  3.104  of 
this  Charter,  the  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  prepare  and  approve 
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the  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  for  all  contracts  and  orders,  and  to  award, 
execute  and  nnanage  all  contracts  and  orders,  for  capital  projects  on  real  property 
under  its  jurisdiction  or  management.  Capital  projects  supported  by  the  Fund, 
other  than  those  projects  identified  by  the  Department  as  long-term  projects, 
must  be  fully  constructed  within  three  years  of  the  initial  budget  allocation  for 
those  projects.  Long-term  projects  must  be  fully  constructed  within  five  years  of 
the  initial  budget  allocation.  Any  exceptions  to  this  provision  must  be  authorized 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Commission. 

The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
("DPW")  shall  establish  a  committee  to  develop  a  written,  capital  implementation 
program,  for  the  consideration  of  both  Departments,  that  will  govern  DPW's 
involvement  in  capital  projects  undertaken  by  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department.  In  developing  this  program,  the  committee  shall  consider  the 
Capital  Plan  discussed  in  subsection  (g),  above,  staffing  levels  in  both 
Departments,  and  the  availability  of  other  resources. 

(k)  Unspent  Funds.  All  unspent  funds  in  the  Park  and  Open  Space  Fund 
on  June  30,  2000  shall  continue  to  be  held  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Department.  These  monies  shall  be  expended  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the 
general  purposes  for  which  they  were  originally  appropriated. 
In  addition  to  the  requirements  set  forth  by  this  Section,  all  expenditures  from  the 
Fund  shall  be  subject  to  the  budget  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  4.11 3  to  read  as  follows: 
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NOTE:  Additions  or  substitutions  are  indicated  by  underlining; 

deletions  are  indicated  by  otriko  out  type. 
SEC.  4.113.   RECREATION  AND  PARK  COMMISSION. 

The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  shall  consist  of  seven  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  pursuant  to  Section  3.100,  for  four-year  terms.  Members 
may  be  removed  by  the  Mayor  only  pursuant  to  Section  15.105. 

Pursuant  to  the  policies  and  directives  set  by  the  Commission  and  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  General  Manager,  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  shall  manage  and  direct  all  parks,  playgrounds,  recreation  centers 
and  all  other  recreation  facilities,  avenues  and  grounds  under  the  Commission's 
control  or  placed  under  its  jurisdiction  thereafter,  unless  otherwise  specifically 
provided  in  this  Charter. 

The  Department  shall  promote  and  foster  a  program  providing  for 
organized  public  recreation  of  the  highest  standard. 

The  Department  shall  issue  permits  for  the  use  of  all  property  under  the 
Commission's  control,  pursuant  to  the  policies  established  by  the  Commission. 

As  directed  by  the  Commission,  the  Department  shall  administer  the  Park, 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund  pursuant  to  Section  16.107  of  this  Charter. 

The  Department  shall  have  the  power  to  construct  new  parks, 
playgrounds,  recreation  centers,  recreation  facilities,  squares  and  grounds,  and 
to  erect  and  maintain  buildings  and  structures  on  parks,  playgrounds,  squares, 
avenues  and  grounds,  provided  that  all  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  in 
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connection  therewith  shall  bo  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ond 
bo  subject  to  approval  by  the  Commission,  except  as  follows: 

1 .  No  building  or  structure,  except  for  nurseries,  equipment  storage 
facilities  and  comfort  stations,  shall  be  erected,  enlarged  or  expanded  in  Golden 
Gate  Park  or  Union  Square  Park  unless  such  action  has  been  approved  by  a 
wote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

2.  No  park  land  may  be  sold  or  leased  for  non-recreational  purposes,  nor 
shall  any  structure  on  park  property  be  built,  maintained  or  used  for  non- 
recreational  purposes,  unless  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  electors.  However,  with 
permission  of  the  Commission  and  approv  i\  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
subsurface  space  under  any  public  park,  square  or  playground  may  be  used  for 
the  operation  of  a  public  automobile  parking  station  under  the  authority  of  the 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic,  provided  that  the  Commission  determines  that 
such  a  use  would  not  be,  in  any  material  respect  or  degree,  detrimental  to  the 
original  purpose  for  which  a  park,  square  or  playground  was  dedicated  or  in 
contravention  of  the  conditions  of  any  grant  under  which  a  park,  square  or 
playground  might  have  been  received.  The  revenues  derived  from  any  such  use, 
less  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  in  operating 
these  facilities,  shall  be  credited  to  Recreation  and  Park  Department  funds. 

3.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  lease  or  rent  any  stadium  or 
recreation  field  under  its  jurisdiction  for  athletic  contests,  exhibitions  and  other 
special  events  and  may  permit  the  lessee  to  charge  an  admission  fee. 
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Section  5.  Severability 

If  any  provision  of  this  Charter  Amendment,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  for  any 
reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid  or  ineffective  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  or  effectiveness 
of  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Charter  Amendment.  The  people  hereby  declare 
that  they  would  have  passed  each  provision  of  this  Charter  Amendment 
irrespective  of  the  fact  that  any  one  or  more  other  provisions  be  declared 
unconstitutional  or  invalid  or  ineffective.

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CHARTER  AMENDMENT 
PROPOSITION 

PARK,  RECREATION  AND  OPEN  SPACE  FUND  (SUPERVISOR  NEWSOM) 

REPEALING  CURRENT  CHARTER  SECTION  16. 107,  WHICH  SETS  UP  THE  PARK 
AND  OPEN  SPACE  FUND,  AND  REPLACING  IT  WITH  A  NEW  SECTION  16.107 
CREATING  THE  PARK,  RECREATION  AND  OPEN  SPACE  FUND. 

Current  City  law  sets  aside  a  portion  of  the  ad  valorem  tax  levy  to  be  used  for  certain 
open  space  purposes,  according  to  a  percentage  allocation  system.  The  set  aside  will 
expire  after  fiscal  year  2004-05.  Permissible  and  mandatory  uses  of  the  funds  set  aside 
include  acquisition  and  development  of  real  property,  renovation  and  maintenance  of  real 
property  and  facilities,  and  after-school  recreation,  urban  forestry  and  community  gardens 
programs.  The  current  law  requires  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
("Commission")  to  adopt  a  five-year  plan  for  development,  renovation,  maintenance  and 
acquisition  of  real  property  and  to  approve,  with  the  Planning  Commission,  an  annual 
budget  for  allocation  of  the  funds  set  aside.   It  also  establishes  an  open  space  advisory 
committee  to  advise  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  ("Department")  regarding 
administration  and  allocation  of  the  Fund. 

The  proposed  Charter  amendment  continues  ihe  set  aside  at  the  same  level  for  30  years 
beginning  in  fiscal  year  2000-01 .  The  proposal  requires  that  the  annual  budget  for  these 
funds  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  include:  1 )  allocations  for  certain  programs 
funded  under  the  current  law  at  their  fiscal  year  1999-2000  levels;  2)  5%  of  the  monies 
for  acquisition  of  real  property;  and  3)  a  3%  contingency  reserve.  It  also  requires  that  the 
Commission  adopt,  after  soliciting  community  input,  the  following  five-year  plans  to  be 
updated  annually:  1 )  a  strategic  plan;  2)  a  capital  plan  (to  include  acquisition  of  real 
property);  and  3)  an  operational  plan  (to  be  prepared  after  the  Department  conducts  a 
performance  audit  of  its  operations). 

The  Department  would  be  required  to  hold  two  evening  or  weekend  hearings  to  solicit 
public  comment  on  the  proposed  annual  budget  prior  to  adoption.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  would  be  required  to  establish  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee. 

The  proposal  allows  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  upon  the  Commission's  request  and  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  Mayor,  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  revenues  bonds  and  the 
incurrence  of  other  obligations  secured  by  the  open  space  set  aside  for  capital  projects 
and  acquisition  of  real  property.  It  also  provides  that  Departmental  expenditure  savings, 
increases  in  revenues  and  new  revenues  from  outside  sources  will  be  dedicated  to 
recreation  and  park  purposes. 

The  proposed  Charter  amendment  gives  the  Commission  the  authority  to  execute  and 
manage  its  capital  projects  and  to  prepare  the  plans  and  specifications  for  these  projects. 
The  Department  of  Public  Works  currently  performs  these  functions.  The  proposal  also 
sets  a  limit  of  three  years  for  completion  of  most  capital  projects  and  a  five-year  limit  for 
larger  projects,  and  requires  the  Commission  to  adopt  environmental  and  design 
guidelines.

Dear  Sirs  and  Madams: 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  (File  No.  991940)  and  would  like  to  express  our 
support  for  its  passage.  This  Charter  Amendment  would  extend  the  life  of  the  Open  Space  Fund,  a  property  tax  set 
aside,  for  thirty  years.  The  Open  Space  provides  critical  fiinding  for  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department.  The 
Charter  Amendment  also  contains  key  provisions  that  will  assure  that  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  can  use 
the  Fund  effectively  long  into  the  future.  The  Charter  Amendment: 

•  Insures  a  steady  funding  stream  for  Jie  capital  and  land  acquisition  needs  of  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department. 

•  Allows  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  secured  by  the 
revenues  of  the  Open  Space  Fund.  This  provision  allows  the  Department  to  respond  to 
opportunities  such  as  matching  grant  programs. 

•  Provides  for  sound  mechanisms  for  allocating  funds  through  strategic  planning,  the 
development  of  a  prioritized  capital  plan  and  an  operational  plan. 

•  Gives  the  Department  incentives  to  increase  revenue. 

The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  just  completed  an  eighteen  month  long  Assessment  Study. 
The  Study  assessed  the  impact  of  demographic  changes  on  the  City,  and  the  capital  needs  of  the  Department's 
existing  facilities.  In  addition,  it  evaluated  programming  and  new  facility  needs  through  an  extensive 
community  outreach  process. 

The  Assessment  Study  has  identified  almost  $400  million  worth  of  new  needs.  The  Charter  Amendment 
and  its  companion  measure,  the  General  Obligation  Bond,  are  two  of  the  critical  tools  needed  to  address  these 
needs.  We  would  appreciate  your  support  on  both  these  measures.

Dear  Supervisors: 

The  referenced  proposed  Charter  amendment  dealing  with  Recreation  and  Parks 
contains  a  provision  that  would,  in  effect,  take  work  away  from  the  civil  service 
staff  that  are  currently  performing  it  and  give  it  away  to  private  consultants.  We 
strongly  urge  you  to  delete  this  provision  from  the  proposed  Charter  amendment. 

Currently,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  -  along  with  several  other 
departments  -  utilize  the  centralized  landscape  architecture,  engineering  and 
architecture  services  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  In  fact,  there  are  DPW 
employees  that  work  nearly  exclusively  on  "RecPark"  projects.  If  DPW  cannot 
deliver  the  entire  project,  they  manage  consultants  who  perform  either  the 
specialized  work  or  the  additional  personnel  hours  to  meet  a  peak  demand. 

The  provision  in  this  proposed  Charter  amendment  that  concerns  us  states  that  "the 
[RecPark]  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  adopt  and  approve  the  plans  and 
specifications  for  all  contracts  and  orders,  and  to  award,  execute  and  manage  all 
contracts  or  orders  for  capital  projects  on  real  property  under  its  jurisdiction  or 
management." 

It  is  unlikely  that  RecPark  would  re-create  the  existing  capacity  at  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  to  perform  the  work  in-house,  including  the  landscape  architects, 
engineers,  architects,  project  managers,  disability  access  experts  and  other  specialty 
and  support  services  that  currently  exist  at  DPW.  Even  if  RecPark  were  to  do  this  - 
•  shifting  the  work  from  DPW  civil  servants  to  RecPark  civil  servants  -  it  would  be 
poor  use  of  public  dollars.

More  likely,  RecPark  would  instead  hire  a  handful  of  project  managers  (plus  the  contract 
management  staff)  who  would  in  turn  hire  consultants  to  do  the  work.  This  would  take  capital 
projects  work  away  from  the  civil  servants  in  the  City's  centralized  public  works  agency,  violate  the 
Charter's  civil  service  mandate  and  fly  in  the  face  of  the  reason  why  this  mandate  was  put  in  place 
to  begin  with  -  avoiding  corruption  in  public  contracting.  There  is  ample  controversy  about  the 
City's  consultant  contracts  currently,  including  in  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department.  There  is  no 
reason  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  help  open  the  door  for  more  corruption. 

Again,  we  strongly  encourage  you  to  delete  this  provision  from  the  Charter  amendment.

PROPOSITION 

Describing  and  setting  forth  a  proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  said  city  and  county  by 
amending  Section  14.101,  to  raise  the  signature  requirement  for  initiative 
measures  addressing  in  whole  or  in  part  the  same  or  substantially  same  subject 

as  another  initiative  measure  adopted  by  the  voters  within  24  months  prior  to  the 

filing  of  the  notice  of  intent  to  circulate. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 

city  and  county  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  March  7,  2000,  a  proposal  to  amend 

the  Charter  of  said  city  and  county  by  amending  Section  14.101 ,  so  that  the 

same  shall  read  as  follows:

Section  1 .  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending 
Section  14.101 ,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  14.101. INITIATIVES. 

(a)  An  initiative  may  be  proposed  by  presenting  to  the  Director  of 
Elections  a  petition  containing  the  initiative  and  signed  by  voters  in  a  number 
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equal  to  at  least  five  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates  for  mayor  in  the 
last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor.  Such  initiative  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  by  the  Director  of  Elections  upon  certification  of  the 
sufficiency  of  the  petition's  signatures. 

(b)  A  vote  on  such  initiative  shall  occur  at  the  next  general  municipal  or 
statewide  election  occurring  at  any  time  after  90  days  from  the  date  of  the 
certificate  of  sufficiency  executed  by  the  Director  of  Elections,  unless  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  directs  that  the  initiative  be  voted  upon  at  a  special  municipal 
election. 

(c)  If  the  petition  containing  the  initiative  is  signed  by  voters  in  a  number 
equal  to  at  least  ten  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates  for  Mayor  in  the 
last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor,  and  contains  a  request  that 
the  initiative  be  submitted  forthwith  to  voters  at  a  special  municipal  election,  the 
Director  of  Elections  shall  promptly  call  such  a  special  municipal  election  on  the 
initiative.  Such  election  shall  be  held  not  less  than  105  nor  more  than  120  days 
from  the  date  of  its  calling  unless  it  is  within  105  days  of  a  general  municipal  or 
statewide  election,  in  which  event  the  initiative  shall  be  submitted  at  such  general 
municipal  or  statewide  election. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  subsections  (a)  or  (c)  above,  if  the  initiative  measure 
addresses  in  whole  or  in  part  the  same  or  substantially  same  subject  as  another 
initiative  measure  adopted  by  the  voters  within  24  months  prior  to  the  filing  of  the 
notice  of  intent  to  circulate,  the  petition  must  be  signed  bv  voters  in  a  number 
equal  to  at  least  twenty  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates  for  Mayor  in 
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the  last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor  in  order  to  qualify  for  the 
ballot.  A  measure  calling  for  a  special  election  must  be  signed  by  voters  in  a 
number  egual  to  at  least  twenty-fiye  percent  of  the  yotes  cast  for  all  candidates 
for  Mayor  in  the  last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor. 

(e)  No  initiatiye  or  declaration  of  policy  approved  by  the  voters  shall  be 
subject  to  veto,  or  to  amendment  or  repeal  except  by  the  voters,  unless  such 
initiative  or  declaration  of  policy  shall  othen^/ise  provide.

The  Charter  currently  provides  that  in  order  to  place  an  initiative  on  the 
ballot,  a  petition  must  contain  signatures  equal  in  number  to  five  (5)  percent  of  al! 
votes  cast  for  mayor  at  the  last  election.  ~^.  le  proponents  may  request  a  special 
election  if  the  petition  contains  signatures  equal  in  number  to  ten  (10)  percent  of 
the  votes  cast  for  mayor. 

The  proposal  would  amend  the  charter  to  provide  that  if  the  measure 
addresses  in  whole  or  in  part  the  same  or  substantially  the  same  subject  as 
another  initiative  measure  adopted  by  the  voters  within  the  past  two  years,  the 
petition  must  contain  signatures  equal  in  number  to  twenty  (20)  percent  of  all 
votes  cast  for  mayor  at  the  last  election,  or  twenty-five  (25)  percent  for  a  special 
election. 

Five  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  mayor  at  the  1995  election  equaled 
10,510  signatures.  Thus,  10,510  signatures  currently  are  required  to  qualify  an 
initiative,  and  21,020  signatures  are  required  to  compel  a  special  election.  Under 
the  proposal,  42,040  signatures  would  be  required  to  qualify  an  initiative  measure 
that  addressed  the  same  subject  as  another  initiative  adopted  within  the  past  two 
years,  and  52,550  signatures  would  be  required  to  compel  a  special  election  on 
that  same  measure.  (These  numbers  could  increase  or  decrease  based  on  the 
vote  count  for  the  1999  mayoral  election.) 

This  proposal  would  not  affect  charter  amendments.  Signature 
requirements  for  charter  amendments  are  set  by  state  law.

Description:  Under    Charter    Sections    13.101    and    13.102,    the    Maj'or, 

Sheriff,  District  Attorney,  City  Attorney,  Treasurer, 
Assessor-Recorder,  Pubhc  Defender,  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  are  elected  using  standard  ballots  that 
allow  the  voter  to  indicate  a  single  choice  in  each  race.

would  also  be  able  to  indicate  on  the  ballot  their  first,  second, 
and  third  choices  among  the  candidates  for  each  office. 

If  no  candidate  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  the  first 
round,  then  the  candidate  who  received  the  fewest  first 
choices  would  be  eliminated.  Each  vote  cast  for  that 
candidate  would  be  then  be  transferred  to  the  candidate 
ranked  second  on  the  ballot  of  each  voter  who  initially 
ranked  the  eliminated  candidate  first  on  their  ballot. 

This  process  of  eliminating  candidates  and  transferring  their 
votes  to  the  next-ranked  candidates  would  be  repeated  until 
a  candidate  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  from  the 
remaining  ballots. 

The  proposal  would  also  repeal  current  Charter  Section 
13.101  and  13.102  provisions  for  run-off  elections,  since  the 
process  of  dropping  candidates  and  transferring  votes  would 
take  the  place  of  a  separate  run-off  election.  Ties  between 
two  or  more  candidates  after  the  final  round  of  transfers 
would  be  resolved  by  lot  in  accordance  with  the  general 
election  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

Effect  on  the  Cost       Ms.  Naomi  Nishioka,  Acting  Director  of  Elections,  reports 
of  Government  that  it  would  be  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible  to 

implement  the  instant  run-off  method  using  the  City's 
punch  card  voting  system.  However,  Ms.  Nishioka  adds 
that  the  Department  of  Elections  has  selected,  after  a 
competitive  Requests  for  Proposals  process,  the  firm  of 
Election  Systems  and  Software  (ESS)  to  supply  the  City 
with  a  new  voting  S5'stem  based  on  optical  scanning 
hardware  and  software.  With  this  new  system,  which  is 
expected  to  be  in  place  for  the  November  of  2000  election, 
instant  run-off  balloting  can  be  accommodated  with  some 
additional  effort  by  existing  Department  of  Elections  staff 
that  is  not  expected  to  result  in  incremental  costs  to  the 
City. 

However,  the  City  could  realize  savings  of  approximately 
$500,000  to  $1,000,000  per  run-off  election,  should  such 
run-off  elections  be  avoided  in  the  future,  according  to  Ms. 
Nishioka. 

Recommendation:       The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  a  policy  matter  for  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.

Currenth',  Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  receive  only 
basic  City  health  coverage  benefits,  with  no  City  contribution 
for  the  cost  of  such  coverage  over  and  above  the  Charter 
mandated  minimum.  Virtually  all  Citj-  employees  receive  a 
subsidy  for  the  emploj^ee's  cost  of  health  coverage. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  not  members  of  the 
City's  Employee's  Retirement  System  and  receive  no 
Retirement  Benefits  from  the  City. 

Health  Coverage 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  previously  adopted  a  resolution 
(File  99-0606)  setting  the  City's  contribution  to  the  Health 
Service  Fund  for  FY  1999-2000  at  S180.S5  per  month 
($2,170.20  per  year)  for  each  member.  The  City's  contribution 
was  established  in  accordance  with  Charter  Sections  AS. 423 
and  A8.428,  which  set  the  average  contribution  rate  based  on 
a  survey  of  the  10  most  populous  counties  in  California 
(excluding  San  Francisco).  Under  the  various  Health  Plans 
offered  by  the  City  (Kaiser,  Health  Net,  Pacificare  and  the 
City  Health  Plan)  City  employees  are  required  to  pay  the 
difference  between  the  City's  contribution  to  the  Health 
Service  System  and  the  cost  of  coverage  for  a  single  employee 
or  employee  plus  dependents.  For  a  single  employee,  the 
additional  cost  of  such  coverage  ranges  from  zero  to  §67.18 
monthly  ($806.16  per  year).  For  an  employee  plus  two 
dependents,  the  additional  cost  to  the  employee  ranges  from 
$295.15  per  month  to  $536.71  per  month  ($3,541.80  per  year

Under  most  MOUs  with  City  labor  unions,  the  City  "picks 
up"  or  subsidizes  some  or  all  of  the  emploj^ee's  share  of  the 
cost  for  their  health  coverage.  For  example,  under  the  MOU 
betw^een  the  City  and  the  Municipal  Executive's  Association 
(MEA)  the  City  subsidizes  the  full  cost  of  coverage  for  a 
single  employee  (currently  a  maximum  of  S67.1S  monthlj^ 
and  $806.16  per  year)  and  up  to  a  maximum  of  $225  per 
month  ($2,700  per  year)  for  an  employee  with  two 
dependents. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  amend  Charter 
Section  A8.425  to  permit  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  provide, 
by  ordinance,  for  additional  funding  from  the  City  to  pay  the 
full  cost  of  any  plan  for  medical  benefits  for  current  Members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  cost  of  such  a  provision 
would  range  firom  no  cost  to  $806.16  per  year  for  single 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  a  maximum  of 
$6,440.52  per  j'ear  for  Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
with  two  dependents.  Therefore,  for  all  eleven  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  annual  cost  would  range  from 
zero  to  a  maximum  of  $70,845.72  annually. 

Retirement  Benefits 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  delete  current 
Charter  Section  A8.501  which,  according  to  Mr.  Dan 
Maguire,  Deputy  City  Attorney  for  the  Employee's 
Retu-ement  System,  contains  obsolete  provisions  concerning 
Retirement  of  Elective  Officers. 

Currently,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  not 
members  of  the  City's  Employee's  Retirement  S3'stem  (ERS). 
The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  amend  Charter 
Section  A8.502  (which  addresses  current  provisions 
concerning  Retirement  of  Elective  Officers)  to  include 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  members  of  the  ERS 
under  the  retirement  plan  provision  for  Miscellaneous 
emplo3'ees.  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  also 
permit  Members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  "buy  back" 
retirement  benefits  for  the  period  during  which  thej^  were 
employed  by  the  Cit}'^  but  were  not  permitted  to  become 
members  of  the  ERS.  The  cost  to  an  individual  Member  of 
the  Board  of  Super\'isors  of  such  a  buy-back  of  retirement 
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benefits  would  be  in  the  amount  of  seven  percent,  as  required 
b}-  the  Tier  2  Plan  for  Miscellaneous  members  of  the  ERS,  of 
the  annual  salaries  for  each  year  of  retirement  benefits 
purchased  plus  an  interest  factor  of  six  percent  annually.  For 
example,  if  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes  to 
bm--back  one  \'ear  of  retirement  benefits  at  their  current 
salary  of  $31,584  annually,  the  cost  to  the  individual  member 
would  be  seven  percent,  representing  the  employee 
contribution  or  $2,211  plus  an  interest  factor  of  six  percent  of 
$2,211  or  $133  for  a  total  of  $2,344. 

This  "buy-back"  provision  is  consistent  with  benefits  afforded 
to  all  other  Miscellaneous  members  of  the  City's  ERS. 

According  to  Mr.  Kieran  Murphy  of  the  EPtS,  the  normal 
emplo\'er"s  contribution  for  Miscellaneous  members  of  the 
ERS  is  11  percent  of  base  salaries.  However,  Mr.  Murphy 
advises  that,  as  has  been  the  case  with  several  recent 
Charter  Amendments  regarding  emplo^'ee  retirement 
benefits,  because  the  Retirement  Fund  of  the  ERS  is 
currently  over-funded,  it  is  expected  that,  if  the  proposed 
Charter  amendment  were  to  be  approved,  it  would  have  no 
fiscal  impact  to  the  City  for  at  least  15  j'ears.

Description:  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  16.107  of  the  Charter,   an 

annual  tax  of  2.5  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  property 
valuation  is  imposed  for  the  Open  Space  Acquisitions  and 
Park  Renovation  Fund  (Open  Space  Fund)  for  a  period  of  15 
years.  The  program  was  originally  included  in  the  Charter 
as  a  15  year  program  beginning  in  1974  and  ending  in  1989. 
However,  in  November  of  1988,  San  Francisco  voters 
approved  Proposition  E  which  extended  the  Open  Space 
Acquisition  and  Park  Renovation  Fund  for  an  additional  15 
vears  beginning  July  1,  1990  and  ending  June  30,  2005. 


Monies  which  accrue  to  this  Fund  are  realized  from  a  2.5 
cent  Property  Tax  rate.  Not  more  than  40  percent  of  the 
Fund  can  be  used  for  maintenance  of  properties  previously 
acquired  using  Open  Space  funds.  The  remaining  monies  in 
the  Fund  (a  minimum  of  60  percent  of  the  Fund  total)  is 
spent  as  follows:  (1)  at  least  40  percent  for  acquiring  and 
developing  property;  (2)  at  least  15  percent  for  renovation;  (3) 
not  more  than  25  percent  for  maintaining  property  and 
recreational  facilities  acquired  after  FY  1990-91,  for 
programs  other  than  for  After-School  Recreation  programs, 
and  for  administration:  and  (4)  at  least  20  percent  for  After- 
School  Recreation  programs. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  change  the  name  of 
the  Open  Space  Fund  to  the  Recreation  and  Open  Space 
Fund.  The  life  of  the  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund  would 
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be  extended  for  a  period  of  30  3^ears  starting  with  Fiscal  Year 
2000-2001  and  ending  after  Fiscal  Year  2029-2030. 

The  annual  tax  of  2.5  cents  per  $100  of  assessed  property 
valuation  would  continue  to  be  imposed  for  the  Pi.ecreation 
and  Open  Space  Fund. 

All  funds  from  the  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Fund  shall  be 
included  m  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  budget  for 
expenditures  of  the  Fund  annually  in  compliance  with  the 
budget  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter  which  includes 
appropriation  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Fund 
allocations  shall  include  the  following: 

•  Allocations  for  after-school  recreation  programs,  urban 
forestry,  community  gardens,  volunteer  programs,  and 
a  significant  natural  areas  management  progi'am  in 
the  amounts  allocated  for  each  of  those  programs  from 
the  Park  and  Open  Space  Fund  in  the  Department's 
Fiscal  Year  1999-2000  budget,  to  the  extent  that  such 
programs  are  not  so  funded  in  the  Department's 
operating  budget  or  in  the  budget  of  another  City 
department. 

•  An  allocation  necessary  to  ensure  that  three  percent  of 
the  monies  to  be  deposited  in  the  Fund  during  the 
upcoming  fiscal  year  be  available  at  the  start  of  the 
fiscal  year  as  an  undesignated  contingencj"  reserve. 

•  An  allocation  of  not  less  than  five  percent  of  the 
monies  to  be  deposited  in  the  Fund  during  the 
upcoming  fiscal  year.  These  monies  shall  be  dedicated 
to  the  acquisition  of  real  property  identified  in 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  Capital  Plan. 

Under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  the 
Commission  may  request  and,  upon  recommendation  of

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  also  implement 
"Enhanced  Revenue  and  Efficiency  Incentives"  for  the 
Department.  Under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  it 
would  be  the  poHcy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  to  give  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
greater  incentives  to  improve  operational  efficiencies  and 
to  increase  revenue.  Increases  in  revenues  and  savings 
would  be  dedicated  as  foUows  under  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment: 

•  Actual  net  increases  in  Department-generated 
revenues,  compared  to  the  previous  fiscal  3'ear,  shall 
be  dedicated  to  capital  and/or  facility  maintenance 
improvements  to  park  and  recreational  facilities; 

•  New  revenues  from  outside  sources,  such  as  grant  or 
foundation  support,  shall  be  used  only  for 
enhancement  of  park  and  recreational  programs, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  capital  and/or  facility 
maintenance  improvements;  and 

•  Overall  Department  expenditure  savings  shall  be 
retained  by  the  Department  to  be  dedicated  to  one- 
time expenditures. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  provides  that  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  shall  have  the  authority 
to  prepare  and  approve  the  plans,  specifications  and 
estimates  for  all  contracts  and  orders,  and  to  award, 
execute  and  manage  all  contracts  and  orders,  for  capital 
projects  on  real  property  under  its  jurisdiction  or 
management.  Currently,  such  authority  is  vested  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  under  the  City 
Administrator  by  Charter  Section  3.104. 

Also,  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  require 
that  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DP^^')  shall  establish  a 
committee  to  develop  a  written,  capital  implementation 
program,  for  the  consideration  of  both  Departments,  that 
wiU    govern    DPW's    involvement    in    capital    projects 
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undertaken  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department.  In 
developing  this  program,  the  committee  shall  consider  the 
Capital  Plan,  staffing  levels  in  both  Departments,  and  the 
availabihty  of  other  resources. 

Lastty,  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  mandates  the 
preparation  of  a  Strategic  Plan  by  December  1,  2000,  a 
Capital  Plan  by  December  1,  2000  and  an  Operational 
Plan  by  December  1,  2001.  The  Department  would  be 
mandated  to  prepare  the  initial  Operational  Plan  after 
conducting  a  performance  audit  of  Department 
operations. 

Effect  on  the  Cost       1.  According  to  Ms.  Ehzabeth  Goldstein,  of  the  Pv,ecreation 
of  Government:  and  Park  Department,  the  Department  has  prepared  a 

Request  for  Proposals  for  competitive  selection  of  a 
consultant  to  prepare  the  Strategic  Plan  for  the  Pv.ecreation 
and  Open  Space  Fund.  The  cost  of  the  consultant  for 
preparation  of  the  Strategic  Plan  is  estimated  to  be 
$200,000.  Of  this  $200,000  total,  Ms.  Goldstein  estimates 
that  $100,000  would  be  funded  from  non-City  sources.  The 
balance  of  funding  required  for  the  Strategic  Plan  would  be 
included  in  the  F\'  2000-2001  Recreation  and  Park 
Department's  General  Fund  budget. 

2.  Ms.  Goldstein  states  that  the  Capital  Plan  that  would  be 
required  under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  now 
being  prepared  by  in-house  staff  of  the  Department.  Ms. 
Goldstein  states  that  the  Capital  Plan  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  April  of  2000. 

3.  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  will  also  require 
completion  of  a  performance  audit  and  an  Operational  Plan 
by  December  1,  2001.  Ms.  Goldstein  states  that  these  items 
will  be  completed  using  a  combination  of  consultants  and  in- 
house  staff,  and  that  the  estimated  cost  and  funding  sources 
for  the  performance  audit  and  Operational  Plan  have  not  j'et 
been  identified.  It  is  likely  therefore  that  the  performance 
audit  and  Operational  Plan  will  be  the  subject  of  future 
budget  requests  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department. 
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Comment:  The  attachment  to  this  report  is  a  memorandum  from  the 

Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  stating  that  the 
DPW  does  not  concur  with  provision  of  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  that  shifts  contracting  authority  for  capital 
projects  from  DPW  to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission. 
The  reasons  cited  for  DPW's  disagreement  with  the  proposed 
provision  is  that,  if  the  Charter  Amendment  is  approved, 
DP\^"s  core  mission  of  delivering  centralized  capital  project 
management  services  would  be  eroded.  Also,  according  to  the 
Director  of  DPW,  DPW  possesses  established  resources  for  its 
role  in  managing  capital  projects,  thus  minimizing 
duplication  of  services.

Tne  Department  of  Public  Worlcs  (DPW")  is  for%vaiQing  brief  comments  regarding  the  Rec/Park 
Open  Space  Charter  .A^mendmeni  as  a  supplement  to  your  repon. 

Philosophically,  we  do  not  concir  ■with  Section  J,  Section  16.107,  Item  J.  Capital  Projects,  which 
gives  the  Rec/Park  Department  contracting  authority.  Introducing  tiiis  measure  would  erode 
DPW's  core  mission  of  delivering  centralized  engineering;  architecture,  construction 
management,  and  project  management  services  to  Cit>-  and  Count}'  entities.    DPW  also  has 
built-in,  established  resources  for  contract  administration,  suppon  services,  Human  Rights 
Commission  requirements,  and  prevailing  wage  and  laoor  issues,  thtis  minimizing  duplication  of 
services. 

We  imderstood  from  the  Rec/Park  Department  and  neighborhood  groups  that  the}'  wanted  to  be 
able  to  have  options  in  implementation  of  their  program.  DPW  proposed  an  earlier  version  of 
the  charter  amendment  wriich  would  delegate  authontj'  to  Rec/Park  on  a  case-by-case  basis. 
That  language  was  rejectied  b}'  Rec/Parli  DPVi'  then  met  v.ith  the  various  stal:eholders  to  anempt 
to  develop  muttuUy-agreeable  language,  but  was  unsuccessful.  Tne  current  language  reflected  in 
this  current  charter  amendment  before  tiie  Board  falls  shon  of  the  level  we  feel  is  reqinred  for  a 
health}'  and  viral  working  relationship.  The  language  in  the  Ciiarter  .-'jiiendment  indicates  that 
the  Rec/Park  Department  need  only  consider  utihzaiion  of  DPW.  Tnere  is  no  criteria  identified 
to  ensure  triat  DP'Vi'  is  given  more  than  cursory  consideration. 

In  an}'  regard,  while  we  do  not  agree  with  this  aspect  of  the  Charter  .Ajnendment,  we  pledge  to 
work  diligently  with  the  Rec/Park  Department  to  form  a  committee  in  charge  of  developing  a 
written  capital  implementation  program,  and  collaborate  in  the  successful  rer.oration  and 
rehabilitation  of  the  City's  parl3.

PROPOSITION 

Describing  and  setting  forth  a  proposal  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  amend  the  Charter  of  said  city  and  county  by 
amending  Section  14.101,  to  raise  the  signature  requirement  for  initiative 
measures  addressing  in  whole  or  in  part  the  same  or  substantially  same  subject 

as  another  initiative  measure  adopted  by  the  voters  within  24  months  prior  to  the 

filing  of  the  notice  of  intent  to  circulate. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 

city  and  county  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  March  7,  2000,  a  proposal  to  amend 

the  Charter  of  said  city  and  county  by  amending  Section  14.101,  so  that  the 

same  shall  read  as  follows:

Section  1 .  The  San  Francisco  Charter  is  hereby  amended,  by  amending 
Section  14.101,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  14.101. INITIATIVES. 

(a)  An  initiative  may  be  proposed  by  presenting  to  the  Director  of 
Elections  a  petition  containing  the  initiative  and  signed  by  voters  in  a  number 
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equal  to  at  least  five  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates  for  nnayor  in  the 
last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor.  Such  initiative  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  by  the  Director  of  Elections  upon  certification  of  the 
sufficiency  of  the  petition's  signatures. 

(b)  A  vote  on  such  initiative  shall  occur  at  the  next  general  municipal  or 
statewide  election  occurring  at  any  time  after  90  days  from  the  date  of  the 
certificate  of  sufficiency  executed  by  the  Director  of  Elections,  unless  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  directs  that  the  initiative  be  voted  upon  at  a  special  municipal 
election. 

(c)  If  the  petition  containing  the  initiative  is  signed  by  voters  in  a  number 
equal  to  at  least  ten  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates  for  Mayor  in  the 
last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor,  and  contains  a  request  that 
the  initiative  be  submitted  forthwith  to  voters  at  a  special  municipal  election,  the 
Director  of  Elections  shall  promptly  call  such  a  special  municipal  election  on  the 
initiative.  Such  election  shall  be  held  not  less  than  105  nor  more  than  120  days 
from  the  date  of  its  calling  unless  it  is  within  105  days  of  a  general  municipal  or 
statewide  election,  in  which  event  the  initiative  shall  be  submitted  at  such  general 
municipal  or  statewide  election. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  subsections  (a)  or  (c)  above,  if  the  initiative  measure 
addresses  in  whole  or  in  part  the  same  or  substantially  same  subject  as  another 
initiative  measure  adopted  by  the  voters  within  24  months  prior  to  the  filing  of  the 
notice  of  intent  to  circulate,  the  petition  must  be  signed  by  voters  in  a  number 
egual  to  at  least  twenty  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates  for  Mayor  in 
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the  last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor  in  order  to  qualify  for  the 
ballot.  A  measure  calling  for  a  special  election  must  be  signed  by  voters  in  a 
number  egual  to  at  least  twenty-five  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates 
for  Mayor  in  the  last  preceding  general  municipal  election  for  Mayor. 

(e)  No  initiative  or  declaration  of  policy  approved  by  the  voters  shall  be 
subject  to  veto,  or  to  amendment  or  repeal  except  by  the  voters,  unless  such 
initiative  or  declaration  of  policy  shall  otherwise  provide.

RAISING  THE  SIGNATURE  REQUIREMENT  FOR  INITIATIVE  MEASURES  ON 
THE  SAME  SUBJECT  AS  ANOTHER  INITIATIVE  ADOPTED  BY  THE  VOTERS 
WITHIN  THE  PAST  TWO  YEARS 
(SUPERVISOR  YAKI) 


The  Charter  currently  provides  that  in  order  to  place  an  initiative  on  the 
ballot,  a  petition  must  contain  signatures  e  qual  in  number  to  five  (5)  percent  of  all 
votes  cast  for  mayor  at  the  last  election.  The  proponents  may  request  a  special 
election  if  the  petition  contains  signatures  equal  in  number  to  ten  (10)  percent  of 
the  votes  cast  for  mayor. 

The  proposal  would  amend  the  charter  to  provide  that  if  the  measure 
addresses  in  whole  or  in  part  the  same  or  substantially  the  same  subject  as 
another  initiative  measure  adopted  by  the  voters  within  the  past  two  years,  the 
petition  must  contain  signatures  equal  in  number  to  twenty  (20)  percent  of  all 
votes  cast  for  mayor  at  the  last  election,  or  twenty-five  (25)  percent  for  a  special 
election. 

Five  percent  of  the  votes  cast  for  mayor  at  the  1995  election  equaled 
10,510  signatures.  Thus,  10,510  signatures  currently  are  required  to  qualify  an 
initiative,  and  21,020  signatures  are  required  to  compel  a  special  election.  Under 
the  proposal,  42,040  signatures  would  be  required  to  qualify  an  initiative  measure 
that  addressed  the  same  subject  as  another  initiative  adopted  within  the  past  two 
years,  and  52,550  signatures  would  be  required  to  compel  a  special  election  on 
that  same  measure.  (These  numbers  could  increase  or  decrease  based  on  the 
vote  count  for  the  1999  mayoral  election.) 

This  proposal  would  not  affect  charter  amendments.  Signature 
requirements  for  charter  amendments  are  set  by  state  law.

Should  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  be  adopted,  in  my  opinion,  it  should  not  materially 
affect  the  cost  of  government.

Information  About  the  Assessment  Appeals  Boards 

Purpose!  To  provide  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco  a  means  to  appeal  their  property  tax  assessments. 

Procedure:  After  an  application  is  filed  a  hearing  is  scheduled  to  allow  both  the  taxpayer  and  the  Assessor  an 
opportui.ity  to  present  evidence  upholding  their  opinions  of  the  value  of  the  property.  A  panel  of  three  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  Members  or  a  hearing  officer  will  listen  to  the  testimony,  review  documents,  and  question  the 
participants.  The  panel  or  hearing  officer  then  evaluates  the  evidence  and  decides  what  the  assessment  of  the  property 
will  be. 

Differences  between  Boards: 

Board  #1  is  authorized  to  hear  appeals  regardless  of  value,  type,  or  location. 

Board  U2  is  only  authorized  to  hear  property  assessed  at  less  than  S20  million,  excluding  possessory  interests  and 
applications  concerning  real  property  located  all  or  in  part  within  Assessor's  Blocks  1  through  876  and  3701  through 
3899,  inclusive. 

Duties  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  Members  &  Alternates:  To  listen  to  testimony,  review  documents,  and  ask 
questions  of  the  taxpayer  and  Assessor  in  order  to  determine  the  correct  assessment  of  property  according  to  the 
applicable  California  Revenue  and  Taxation  Codes. 

Duties  of  the  Alternates:  The  same  as  board  members  except  that  they  substitute  for  regular  board  members  who 
cannot  attend  the  hearing. 

Hearing  Officers:  All  board  members  and  alternates  act  as  hearing  officers.  Hearing  officers  perform  the  same  duties 
as  the  board  panel  except  that  they  can  only  hear  applications  on  single  family  residences,  condominiums, 
cooperatives,  or  multiple-family  dwellings  of  four  units  or  less.  Hearing  officers  meet  with  the  taxpayer  and  the 
Assessor's  representative  to  evaluate  their  evidence.  Afterwards,  the  hearing  officer  makes  a  recommendation  of  value 
that  can  be  accepted  or  rejected  by  either  the  taxpayer  or  Assessor.  If  the  value  is  rejected,  the  appeal  will  be 
re-scheduled  before  a  panel  of  three  Assessment  Appeals  Board  members  for  final  disposition. 

Dates  and  Times  of  Meetings:  The  Assessment  Appeals  Board  meets  Monday  through  Friday.  There  are  two  daily 
sessions.  The  first  starts  at  9:30  A.M.  and  the  second  at  1:30  P.M.  Each  session  lasts  until  all  the  calendared  items  are 
acted  upon.  The  hearing  officers  meet  as  needed. 


Composition  of  the  Board:  Due  to  the  demanding  hearing  schedule,  there  are  five  regular  members  on  each  board. 
Members  are  chosen  on  a  rotating  basis  from  the  five  regular  members  to  create  a  three  member  panel  to  hear 
appeals.
